BELORUSSIAN TRADE UNION PLENUM EMPHASIZES DISCIPLINE, EFFICIENCY 


Minsk SOVETSKAYA BELORUSSIYA in Russian 23 Mar 83 p l 


[Text] The mass public review of the use of work time conducted in the repub- 
lic's labor collectives has contributed to a strengthening of discipline at 
each place of work. The trade union committees and organizations are doing 
much for an improvement in production, the creation of conditions conducive 

to highly productive labor and the rational use of work time. A considerable 
role here is being performed by foreman and brigade leader and maintenance 
checkup councils and the comrades’ courts. More than 3,000 collectives have 
followed the initiative of trade union groups of enterprises of Leningrad, 

the Ukraine and Kazakhstan, which developed a movement under the motto: "Not 
a Single Violator of Labor Discipline and Public Order in the Trade Union 
Group". This is contributing to a reduction in losses of work time in the 
republic's economy and personnel turnover and a decline in the number of viola- 


tions. 


The work of the republic trade union organizations on strengthening discipline 
and improving work conditions on the job in the light of the decisions of the 
CPSU Central Committee November (1982) Plenum were discussed at a plenum of 
the Belorussian Council of Trade Unions on 24 March. 


The rapporteur--N.N. Polozov, chairman of the Belorussian Republic Council of 
Trade Unions--and those who spoke noted that many of the republic's collectives 
have also supported the initiative of progressive Moscow enterprises under the 
motto: “Honor and Glory ‘o Labor!" The Mogilev "Strommashina" Plant, where a 
great deal of organizational-technical and educational work is performed, was 
cited as an example. Much is being done here for an improvement in people's 
social, recreational and work conditions. There is a response to every single 
instance of a breach of labor discipline and public order in the collective. 

In 2 years of the 5-year plan the number of absentees declined by a factor of 
2.5 and overtime has been ended completely here. The CPSU Central Committee, 
USSR Council of Ministers, AUCCTU and Komsomol Central Committee Challenge Red 
Banner has been conferred on it 7 years running for all-union socialist compe- 


tition results. 


It was emphasized that an important factor of an increase in discipline and 
the retention of personnel is an improvement in the technical level of produc- 
tion and a reduction in manual and particularly heavy physical work. There 





has been a fundamental improvement since the start of the 5-year plan in the 
republic in the work conditions of almost 250,000 workers. Hundreds of sections, 
shops and works have been comprehensively mechanized and automated. The exper- 
ience of the best collectives, which have initiated competition for the acce- 
lerated introduction in practice of the achievements of science and technology 
and which are struggling for the title of enterprise of a high production stan- 
dard, is being further developed. 


Tremendous potential for an increase in work efficiency is contained in the 
brigade form of the organization of labor. It encompasses 60 percent of workers 
in the republic. This progressive form has become the predominant one in many 
sectors. Three out of every four brigades are working on a single order with 
remuneration in terms of the end result. The trade union committees and organ- 
izations must strive to ensure that in the current 5-year plan the collective 
contract become the customary form in each labor collective, particularly in 

the countryside. However, the participants in the plenum warned, this work 

must be pursued without racing after quantitative indicators, with the preven- 
tion of formalism and on the basis of a careful study of the experience of the 


foremost collectives. 


The participants in the plenum drew attention to the importance of an improve- 
ment in the norming and remuneration of labor and a regulation of the operating 
hours and an increase in the quality of the work of trade, public catering and 
consumer service enterprises. An expansion of the services sphere, they 
pointed out, and its fuller adaptation to the working people's needs is an 
important reserve of a strengthening of discipline and a reduction in the 
losses of work time. The practice of the “Gomsel'mash," Baranovichi Cotton 

and Mogilev "Khimvolokno" production associations, the Minsk Plant imeni S.M. 
Kirov and other of the republic's industrial enterprises shows that the organi- 
zation of consumer and trade services directly on the plant grounds and at the 
entrances considerably reduces the “load" of domestic concerns and saves the 
workers’ private time. The trade union organizations have much to do for the 
accelerated erection of housing, day-care centers and cultural-social and 


health facilities. 


It was observed at the plenum that in conjunction with industrial bodies the 
trade union councils and committees are not as yet making full use in the work 
on strengthening labor and production discipline of available potential with 
regard for the requirements of the 26th party congress and the CPSU Central 
Committee, USSR Council of Ministers and AUCCTU decree "A Further Strengthening 
of Labor Discipline and a Reduction in Personnel Turnover in the National 
Economy". There are many enterprises and organizations in the republic where 
educational work is organized inadequately, proper production and social con- 
ditions have not been created, many people are employed in manual labor and 

big losses of work time owing to equipment down time, absenteeism and nonatten- 
dance with the administration's permission and a variety of meetings and con- 
ferences are permitted. All this creates difficulties in the fulfillment of 
the set plans and quotas, is reflected negatively in the activity of other 
enterprises and is harming the cause of communist education. 





Some of the republic's trade union authorities are failing to display due per- 

sistance and exactingness in respect of industrial personnel in questions of an 
improvement in material-technical supply and the organization of production and 
provision of the enterprises with modern, highly productive and safe equipment. 
They are not as yet providing for proper supervision of the fulfillment of the 

quotas for the introduction of housing, day-care centers and restaurants. 


The adopted decree provides for measures aimed at removing the said shortcomings 
and further enhancing the trade unions’ role in strengthening the discipline of 
labor and improving its conditions. 


Regulations governing the coraissions of the Belorussian Council of Trade Unions 
were approved.

SDP DEFEAT IN FRG ELECTIONS BLAMED ON PAST ECONOMIC, FOREIGN POLICIES

/Text/ To promote disarmament and to solve the problems of unemployment--in 
the words of Helmut Kohl, leader of the Chrisitan-Democratic Union (CDU), 
such are the main goals of the FRG government, which in the wake of the 
extraordinary elections to the West German Bundestag held yesterday, he is 


to head. 


The vote count reflected significant changes in the political landscape of 

the country: 48.8 percent of the voters gave their vote to the CDU-CSU bloc; 
6.9 percent to the liberal Free Democratic Party (FDP); 38.2 percent to the 
Social Democrats; and 5.6 percent of the electorate voted for the representa- 
tives of the "Greens". Thus the ruling Christian Democratic-Liberal coalition 
has preserved its absolute majority in the Bundestag, where it now has 278 
seats at its disposal. Suffering a considerable loss, the SPD managed to hold 
on to 193 seats. The “Green” party will be represented by 27 deputies. 


The results of the completed elections stiil await a scrupulous analysis, but 
some conclusions can already be drawn, hot on the trail. As leading SPD 
representatives have admitted, the Social Democrats did not succeed in attaining 
the goals set during the election campaign. Their defeat, however, is not the 
fruit of tactical errors. It reflects the West Germans’ loss of confidence 

in the political course that SPD lead~rs have held in recent years. The 
attempts to find a way out of the ecor dc crisis at the expense of the workers 
undertaken while the SPD was still in p.wer alienated many party supporters. 
The Social Democrats’ past political success was above all based on a clear 
position with regard to detente. The decision to “rearm", including the 
proposal to station new types of American nuclear missiles on FRG territory, 
the primary instigator of which at the time was the Social-Liberal coalition, 
turned out to be the boomerang that struck back at the SPD itself. 


The mass campaign which has developed in the country with the slogan "Don't 
allow the implementation of NATO plans!" became the spring-board which permitted 
the representatives of the "Green" party to make the jump from political 
obscurity onto the benches of the Bundestag. At first a diffuse and amorphous 











movement of a limited and provincial character for the protection of the 
environment, which has given the party its particular “ecological” title, it 
has become an important factor in the political life of the country, which 
foreordained a realignment of forces in the Bundestag. 


The ruling Christian Democrat-Liberal coalition, which ie made up of 
representatives of the CDU, CSU, and FDP, has been allotted a short time for 
celebrating the victory it won: the elections are passing, and the problems 
will remain. Unemployment continues to grow: it has already broken all 
recorcs and passed the 2.5 million mark. Government debt is increasing, 
threatening new economic dislocations. Finally, in accordance with NATO's 
“time-table", the deadlines for the stationing of American "Pershings™ and 
"Tomahawks" are approaching; these constitute a further aggravation of the 
international situation and signify a consolidation of Washington's course of 
confrontation with the Soviet Union, an undermining of detente, and a further 
increase in the arms race. The mandate given to the new FRC government by 
the West German voters presupposes that it will responsibly regard the tasks 
confronting it, and in the first place, the task of strengthening peace and 
international cooperation.

WESTERN "SOCIOLOGICAL PROPAGANDA’ MUST BE COUNTERED, SOVIET J\IJURNAJLISTS TOLD

[Text] On 16 October of last year, our oblast newspaper 
KRYMSKAYA PRAVDA under the headline “Interlocutor” came 
out against the thoughtloss pursuit of different items of 
foreign origin whose vivid firm label serves as a measure 
of quality. The material evoked a widespread response. 
Not the fact itself of pursuing colorful imported clothes 
but tne suprising unscrupulousness that the individual 
does not think at all about what is behind the emblem 
which adoms his sportshirt or jacket. You see, decora- 
tions are encountered not from the most offensive ones; 
the emblem of the United States or one of the states in 
that country,the flag of the United Kingdcm of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland.... Youth wear the stripes 
of a California policeman on their shirts, an attractive 
girl strolls haughtily about the streets of Simferopol 

in the uniform... of a U. S. Marine corporal with ribbons 
for Korea, Vietnam, Panama! 


V. Petrov emphasizes: “There are no small matters in the 
ideological struggle which is now taking place against 

the background of the Pentagon ‘hawks’ actions that are 
dangerous for the fate of all mankind. An ugly fashion, 
which is brought in from outside, also at times dictates 

a corresponding style of conduct and attitude toward life”. 


It is difficult to overestimate the importance of this 
article in KRYMSKAYA PRAVDA. How much has already been 
written about “men of fashion"!? However, I, for example, 
have still not met on the pages of rayon, city or oblast 
newspapers a rebuke to those people who have lust a sense 
of pride in their Soviet citizeuship. I would like local 
newspapers to address this acute problem more often and 
approach it from the same high moral and civil positions!

Sharing the opinion of Yu. Konovalov, we are publishing 
an article which reveals what is behind the facts about 
which he writes. 


The article, about which the ZHURNALIST reader reports, raises a critical 
and burning subject. It is necessary to mention that the KRYMSKAYA PRAVDA 
article is far from being unique in its nature. 


The Murmansk Oblast newspaper POLYARNAYA PRAVDA published a letter from a 
reader, V. Kasatskiy, from the city of Apatity. The work veteran and dis- 
abled Great Patriotic War veteran wrote that he was disturbed when he recently 
Saw at a bus stop a young man in a jacket with stripes in the form of the 
American flag. He asked him whether he did not really feel any embarrassment, 
The young lad responded: “What should I do with this flag? -- Cut it out? 
There would be a hole...." The response to the publication was so great that 
the newspaper decided to continue the discussion. Material on a similar 
subject, which was published in the Yerevan newspaper KOMMUNIST, also evoked 
the same abundant mail. The readers supported the author of the satire 
"Corporal" Petros from the "Air Force™ in which the desire of some young 
people to acquire clothing witii Fnglish-language ribbons was caustically 
ridiculed. 


What revolts one in the conduct of the unfastidious "men of fashion"? Of 
course, their moral blindness and failure to understand the evident truth that 
to parade,for example, in the cast-off clothes of an American marine or in 

the jacket of an American flier with ribbons for participating in military 
operations in Korea and Indochina are blasphemous and unacceptable to the 
civic feeling of a Soviet person. Ome, who is ready to thoughtlessly wear 

on his clothing any ribbon, label or inscription -- no matter in what foreign 
language it is -- not only injures his own dignity but also offends the 
dignity of the country in which he lives. 


The fact did not escape many readers that fashion at times becomes a weapon 
in the hands of anticommunist circles who dream of dragging into our country 
along with "labeled" goods a certain system of opinions which are foreign 

to socialist idevlogy and to the Soviet way ~< life. 


Our ideological enemies, in undertaking frontal attacks on Marxism-Leninism 

and on socialist values, in no way avoid refined measures which are called upon 
to exert an influence from the alleged ideological rear. Among them, so- 
called "sociological propaganda" has the largest scale and most constant and 


penetrating nature. 














I recall that Jacques Ellyul, a French bourgeois sociologist and propaganda 
theoretician, once designated by this term the rather numerous and motley 
collection of methods to influence an individual, which are united by the 

fact that, first, they appear in the form of a materialized fragment, parts of 
a definite way of life, and, second, they have the goal of creating a favor- 
able impression about that way of life. If, for example, imperialism's 
ideological propaganda repeats over and over again the “exceptional effective- 
ness" of the West’s economy and its “technological superiority", “sociological 
propaganda” tries to fit these statements into sensate and visual forms, to 
put flesh on them -- so to speak. Often, completely legal channels and means 


are used. 


When developing trade and cultural exchanges with the West, it is evidently 
necessary to be aware of the fact that we thereby unavoidably come into 
contact with the spirit of advertising which is peculiar to the bourgeois 

way of life and which has, naturally, a completely definite class nature. You 
see, even “at home" capitalist advertising does not at all pursue only commer- 
cial goals; it also forms certain standards and ideals which reduce the entire 
diversity of human needs to narrow and purely consumer longings. It would be 
naive to think that these same measures could remain “neutral” in the ideolog- 


ical struggle. 


Colorful and gaudy photographs, which paint a"“splendid" life surrounded by 
numerous beautiful things, are systematically featured in Western illustrated 
publications that are specially designed for the socialist countries. 
Western films, in which there is Ceemingly no politics, skilfully play up 
luxurious apartments, furniture, bathrooms, aut: mobiles, and the other 
accessories of consumer "happiness". The export of goods and exhibitions are 
a graphic and topical embodiment of capitalist "prosperity". The same effect 
can be produced by the variety and quality of the consumer goods, which are 
offered in stores, on a tourist who is abroad. 


Any one of these factors, which is taken out of social context and which is 
examined apart from the shady sides of bourgeois society, can create a 
completely wrong impression about the capitalist system in general. You 
see, that, which at first glance appears to be a spontaneous and unrehearsed 
impact of the bourgeois way of life, is quite often a refined psychological 
work. Its goal is to prompt the inexperienced individual into interpreting 
that, which is available to the few, as a general standard and to regard the 
idyllic picture as real life under capitalism in which there is seemingly no 
curse of unemployment, no exhausting fear about tomorrow, and no very real 


poverty. 


Special hopes are being placed on the capability of “sociological propaganda” 
to avoid rational perceptions and to create definite attitudes and internal 
conditions which would form an emotional readiness to accept the appraisals 
which are desirable for the propagandist. We are talking about the 
suggestion, which the one who is subjected to its influence often does not 
notice because it is not the suggestion of this or that view, concept or 
conclusion, but the knitting together little by little of certain stimuli of 
vital activity, tastes and habits. In contrast to ideas, the latter are 

















often politically neutral. However, in forming the appropriate life position, 
they simplify to a considerable degree the subsequent perception of ideologi- 
cal and political views which agree with it. 


What has been said once again confirms that our contre versy with the class 
enemy also continues in daily life where we contend with the non-ideological 
and material elements of its propaganda “presence” in the country. The 
strategists and creators of “sociological propaganda” seek their chance in 

the actual problems which arise during the economic and social development of 
Soviet society and also in the shortcomings of our propaganda, ideological and 
indoctrinational work. This, unfortunately, is not always taken into consider- 
ation -- including in the mass information media. 


The party’s policy of expanding the consumer area and the growth in the 
Soviet people's prosperity are widely treated and publicized in the press, 
radio and television. However, quite a bit is written and mentioned during 
this about that which creates in the readers and listeners the notion of 
prosperity as being primarily and mainly material prosperity, as a category 
which is more quantitative rather than qualitative. On the one hand, this 
gives birth among part of the population to increased material expectations 
and claims which are not always reinforced with the appropriate work contri<- 
bution and growth in labor productivity; and, on the other hand, it erodes 
and erases to a certain degree the fundamental difference between bourgeois 
and socialist consumer models. As a result, when comparing the two ways of 
life -- at least at the level of ordinary consciousness, our unquestioned 
social and spiritual achievements and advantages are placed in parentheses, 
and the opportunity to buy an automobile or other prestige items, for example, 
acquires a self-sufficing importance for some people. 


One of the ways to deprive “sociological propaganda” of the very soil for 

its profiteering is seen in the correction of this distortion and in the pur- 
poseful formation of the Soviet people's needs and interests. The role and 
capabilities of the press are enormous here. As it seems to me, it clearly 
belittles itself in using, for example, such a subject as the new relation- 
ships between people under socialism. We have gotten accustomed and used to 
them, but,you see, they at times produce a stunning impression on an unprejudiced 
individual from the West. These relationships, which are foreign to ugly 
pragmatism and narrowmindedness and to the cruelty toward a competitor and 
rival in the struggle for a "place under the sun” which is so peculiar to 

the world of private property, convincingly demonstrate the superiority of 
the quality of life, which is provided by socialism, and are our undoubted 
trump in the ideological struggle in the international arena. 


However, if the usualness and habitualness of them prevents to some degree 
the display of relations between people which are normal from our point of 
view, several other phenomena can pass by the attention of the press because 
of their novelty. For example, it would be thoroughly false to see only 
negative consumer aspects in the attitude of people toward things and their 
acquisition. Another, a directly opposite tendency is becoming more and 
more significant although it does not lie on the surface and does not strike 
one in the eye. For many people, the growth of material prosperity does not 

















mean the strengthening of the power of things over a person and his thoughts 
and conduct. but, om the contrary, liberation from this power and from the 
yoke of everyday trifles. Acquisition emerges not as an end in itself but as 
the condition for a spiritually rich and interesting life. This is not simply 
a theoretical postulate. It is a real pheonomenon of our reality which is 
acquiring a more and more general nature as our standard of living increases. 
In presenting the prestige consumer model rather graphicaliy in garish and 
sharp tones, the press has still not found such expressive colors for contrary 


examples. 


An important task of the vass information and propaganda media remains the 
direct rebuffing of “socivlogical propaganda” and the unmasking of the insidi- 
ousness of its methods and the falsity of its arguments. The press, radio 

and television are also able to bar the road to a great deal that (often 
through thoughtlessness) contributes to the penetration of elements f the 
bourgeois way of life into our way of life and into our culture, 


For example, several local industrial enterprises and indigenous sewing 
studios in order to interest a certain part of the buyers and improve their 
financial indicators, supply items produced by them with the labels of 
fashionable foreign firms. It has perhaps not entered into the heads of 
their enterprising directors that by doing this they are circulating and 
disseminating the "sociological propaganda” of our class enemy voluntarily. 


Of course, we are not talking about throwing ourselves to the extreme. 
Fashion is now international. It is stupid to see in everyone who wears 
American jeans, a champion of the Western way of life. We do not consider 
the daughters and wives of American millionaires to be propagandists of 
the socialist way of life because they follow the fashion of Russian boots. 
The desire of an individual to wear high quality and beautiful things is 


understandable. 


However, is the label of a foreign firm on this or that item always ard for 
everyone only a guarantee of its high quality and nothing more? We have 
people (I talked about them in particular in the mentioned articles) for 

whom the most important and cherished thing in an item,which makes it the 
object of sweet dreams and a reckless hunt, is the imported label itself. 

This is not at all harmless. As we have seen, fashion is not always politic- 
ally neutral. It is capable of being an ideological weapon which requires 

the appropriate attitude toward it. The human "I", which is identified with 
the "firm" label, may finally -- there are quite a few examples for this -- 
merge into the wider spectrum of values which this label symbolizes. That 

is why the steady interest, which is noted in a number of publications, 

toward forming anti-consumer morals, political standards, aesthetic taste, 

and Soviet citizenship in readers deserves all possible support. For example, 
KOMSOMOL'SKAYA PRAVDA has shown in many articles the connection between 
fashion and politics and has unmasked the principles of "sociological 
propaganda”. In particular it is possible to mention such newspaper articles 
during the past year as "A Label With am Accent", “What Stands Behind the 
Symbol", "The Jeans Tiger" "An Immitation at a Suitable Price", "Rotten Stuff. 
The History of One Collapse", "From Foreign Shoulders", and others. 
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The editorial board does not pass by such a channel of “sociological” mani- 
pulation as certain western movies which are appearing on the screens of our 
country. In the article "Where does Commerce Begin...." The film "ABBA" 
is analyzed-- a picture which teems with tastelessness and banality, which 
creates an idealized impression of the so-called "consumer society", and 
which imposes little by little admiration for "everything American". You 
see, in the repertoire of the Americanized Swedish ensemble, there is not a 
single song in their native language. The letter from a reader in Minsk 
"On Fat Police and Tearful Melodramas..." and in the final analysis on the 
non-exacting attitude toward Western movie items om our screens, which was 
printed in the newspaper, was in the same key. 


in connection with this, I would like to point out that in general our press 
devotes completely insufficient attention to questions of repertoire 
policy in which there is still a great lack of thought and a great deal of 
self-serving commercial interest. It also happens that some newspapers even 
advertise film productions that publicize values which are extremely remote 
from socialist ideals. 


The use of music as an instrument for instilling foreign values of doubtful 
virtue is also close to “sociological methods. I want to immediately make 

a reservation: Just as in the case of fashion, we are not talking about an 
arrogant denial of the taste and interests which different people and different 
population categories -- for example, youth -- have specifically. Thus, 
throughout the world today -- including the socialist countries, there exists 
a youth musical culture which conflicts with the adult one. Whereas adults 
and their children formerly listened with satisfaction to one and the same 
records, now their tastes have separated a great deal. A significant and 
perhaps, the predominant part of todays teen-agers, young men and young 

women are passing through in some degree or other a stage of attraction to 
modern dance rhythms, pop music and rock groups. 


It is not suprising that propaganda,which is hostile to us -- especially 

that which the Western radio stations are conducting against our country, 

is trying to use for its own purposes this interest which, incidentally, was 
imported from abroad to a significant degree. Their predilection for 
compiling musical programs for the youth in socialist countries is especially 
understandable in light of the research of bourgeois social psychologists 

who advise the practitioners of the propaganda to keep the masses in a 
playful stress in order to simplify the manipulation of the people's 
consciousness and to supress any feeling of boredom and to satisfy their 


consumer desires. 


In complete accordance with these recommendations, the various bourgeois 

radio centers prepare amusing broadcasts for youth and systematically 

"go on a spree” of recordings by popular groups. The songs themselves, 
which are implanting gpolitical triteness and tastelessness 

often carry within themselves a spiritual poison. In other cases, the 

music only serves as a bait, and the ideological content of the program is 
squeezed into the small pauses between the musical numbers, Subjects concerning 
the “complete satisfaction" of life in the West and about "fantastic earnings" 








with interviews with stage idols and sports “stars”, all of whose revelations 
boil uwown to money, villas, automobiles, aad amusements, dominate them; event 
news is given selectively and with the appropriate interpretation. Today, 
there is every basis for supposing that thcse musical broadcasts with measured 
news impregnations will frequently become the first step in the ideological 
programming of those whe manage to secure for themselves the role of listener. 


From this it is completely clear that it is necessary to struggle both against 
the one-sided detrimental musical orientation of youth and against the 
“musical aggression” from without. Prohibitory measures are harmful; yes, 
and practically impossible. Only through erudite, competent and -- I would 
say -- delicate propaganda, is it possible to really contribute to the fact 
that our discotheques, vocal and instrumental ensembles, and performers of 
amateur songs will overcome feeble immitation and get rid of hack-work; that 
the performances and recordings of foreign ensembles will be accepted by 
youth as part of the musical culture and not replace it; amd that the passion 
for fashionable “discs” will not be converted into damage in perceiving and 
evaluating our native culture and everything -- so to speak -- "home-made". 
The press has been called upon to skilfully and persistently teach one to 
separate true art from commercial surrogates and to leadone to the recognition 
of a wider spectrum of musical values and to the understanding and acceptance 
of the highest spiritual values in general. The press, radio and television 
are still not able to brag about any notable achievements here, although it 
is impossible to deny the presence of certain positive experience in them. 


The Estonian radio, for example is taking interesting steps to decrease the 
audience which turns toward Western propaganda broadcasts. Since 1965, the 
effectiveness of the influence of this or that program on youth has been 
studied here, and changes in the work of radio journalists are being intro- 
duced based on the data which has been obtained. Thus, the news and musical 
program "Bikkerradio" ("Radio Rainbow") was created; and "Midnight Program’ 
which contains operational information, talks about the urgent problems of 
today and, in addition, poses as its goal the dissemination of musical 
knowledge, has appeared -- it enjoys great popularity. The republic's 
television workers are also performing their own research in this direction. 
T..e creation of competitive musical andnews television broadcasts, which 
quickly earned the respect of young people, has led to a decrease in that 
part of the vouth which turns to bourgeois information channels. 


However, ii one evaluates the effectiveness of the opposition to “sociologic- 
al propaganda” in general, it must be honestly admitted that the successes 

of our mass information and propaganda media are still modest, the creative 
research of the journalists has a limited nature, and it does not go beyond 
the limits of individual successful performances. The impression is being 
created that far from all editors and publicists see some of the problems, 
which were mentioned above, in their true light and that many of the problems 
do not seem significant against the background of the global aspects of 
politics, ideology and propazanda. 


The immunity of the Soviet people against bourgeois ideological propaganda 
is an undisputed fact. The entire 65-year history of our state confirms the 
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indestructible force of Marxist-Leninist teachings and the correctness of 
socialism. To a considerable degree,this explains the inclination, which is 
allowing itself to be felt more and more, of imperialism's subversive services 
to rely on "sociological" methods. As was mentioned above, they do not come 
into conflict with ideology from time to time. That is why, a purely ideolog-- 
ical rebuff is not sufficient to effectively oppose hostile “sociological 
propaganda”. Arguments, which would disprove its conclusions are necessary. 
Arming onself with such arguments and skilfully mastering them -- this is 
today's task which press, radio and television bodies cannot ignore.

ADMINISTRAYLVE PROBLEMS IN SOCIALIST SOCIETY SUBJECT OF NEW BOOK 


Moscow OBSHCHESTVENNYYE NAUKI V SSSR. SERIYA I. PROBLEMY NAUCHNOGO KOMMUNIZMA 
in Russian No 1, Jan-Feb 82 (signed to press 16 Dec 82) pp 129-134 


[Article by L. B. Volkov summarizing a. book by S. M. Khak entitled "Uprav- 
lencheskiye otnosheniya sotsialisma" [Administrative Relations in Socialism], 
Moscow, Mysl', 1982, 208 pages, No 83.01.040] 


[Text] The book consists of an introduction, four chapters and a conclusion. 


Administrative relations, states the introduction, are “one of the most important 
categories within the science of social administration” (p 4). However, the 
theory dealing with this subject still lags greatly behind practice. There are 
various points of view concerning the essence of administative relations. 

Some include them in production (basic) relations, others with specific 
superstructural relations, and still others with both basic and superstructural 
relations. While emphasizing the significance of a methodological elaboration 
of the problem of administative relations, the author expresses the idea that 
this is impossible within the framework of special sciences because it results 
in "departmental overemphasis" and the absolutization of specific individual 
pro'lems. Scientific research on the essence of administrative relations is 
possible, as confirmed in the book, only within the framework of the Marxist- 
Leninist philosophy, on the basis of dialectic and historical materialism. 


The first chapter is entitled, "The Essence of Administrative Relations." 
Administrative relations are not reduced to the implementation of administration. 
They involve a broader social concept. Based on this, a proposal is made to 
distinguish between the terms “worker in the administrative apparatus" and 
“administrative worker." The activities of administrative workers are related 
to implementing creative, organizational and execution functions. Others 

simply facilitate the implementation of administrative functions through their 
activities (inspectors, instructors, secretaries, enterprise specialists, etc.). 
"Included among administrative workers are only those who have the right to make 
administrative decisions, to implement them, to bear the responsibility for the 
course and results of the administrative process as a whole” (p 26). 


In examining further the history of the formation of various types of administra- 
tive relations as social relations, the author proposes to differentiate between 
two types of relations in pre-socialitic formations--relations of the primitive 
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communal structure, "characterized by friendship, cooperation and mutual aid," 
and administrative relations of antagonistic formations, “which are exploitative 
relations of supremacy and subordination" (p 28). 


As for socialist administrative relations, they are characterized as “the sum 
total of relations and interactions between subjective and objective administra- 
tion, consciously arising in the process of realizing administrative labor on 
the basis of a knowledge of and utilization of objective laws" (p 36). 


Characteristic traits of these relations include systematicity, a subjective- 
objective nature, hierarchy and functionality. Administrative actions isolated 
from the actions of other participants in the administrative process do not 
generate any types of relations in the sphere of administration. In order to 
generate administrative relations it is essential that all participants in the 
administrative process implement “coordinated actions, common functions arising 
from goals standing before the subject of administration" (p 31). 


Pointing to the complexity of interrelating the objective and subjective in 
administrative relations, the author emphasizes that from the materialistic 
point of view objective conditions put certain limits on the realization of 
administrative relations as volitional relations. Interest is the method of 
objectivating and stimulating administrative relations. Here a special role 

is played by the correct recognition of class interests. In real life, the 
book says, there are frequently cases in which the subjective moment is 
magnified within administrative relations, in which the objective laws of 
society are ignored since in administrative relations there are "some people 
who do not have sufficient scientific knowledge, who are incapable of becoming 
acquainted with societal laws and who for this reason depend primarily on 
intuition and will without a sufficient consideration of objective developmental 
tendencies in societal development, of processes occurring within the 
administrative system" (p 44). Moreover, there are people working in 
administrative relations who are governed by exclusively personal interests and 
mercenary goals. Administrative relations "are not always organized with a 
consideration of class interests and the policies of the communist party” 

(p 45). In examining the given situation as the consequence of real 
contradictions during the first phase of communism, the author calls for their 


gradual elimination. 


The question of the objective and subjective in administrative relations in the 
book is related to differences between the concepts of "the subjects of 
administration" and "the subjects of administrative relations." The subjects of 
administrative relations are coparticipants in the administrative process, 
regardless of their subordination. 


The subjects of administrative relations can be subdivided into "dominating" 
and “equal” depending upon the nature of their influence on administration. 
As the dominant subject of administrative relations the CPSU controls the 
activities of the multi-national state and public organizations and regulates 
relations between them. The relations between subjects of administrative 
relations are vertical according to dominating influence; they are built 

on a principle of cosubordination. According to the equal subdivision's 
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influence subjects of administrative relations are singled out horizontally. 
Participants in the latter include various organs, directors at the same level, 
as well as implementors (subordinate). "The realization of the director's 
orders, as well as the general climate of interrelations depend on subordinates 
to no less a degrze. As subjects of administrative relations directors and 
subordinates must possess a number of qualities and among them a special place 
is occupied by the ability to cooperate, understand and respect each other” 


(p 53). 


At the same time we cannot say that already now all citizens are subjects of 
administrative relations. "They become this when, while directly participating 
in the activities of organs of state and public administration, they begin to 
solve problems related to the economic and cultural development of the collective 
and the country, when they begin to discuss extensive legal plans, national 
economic plans and when they begin to control the fulfillment of plans and 
decisions" (p 55). For this reason the people who have power belong to a 

special category of workers (p 56). "It would be more proper to speak of the 
people as mediated subjects of administrative relations" (p 56). 


In presenting as relevant the principle of "synchronized responsibility" of 
administrators and those being administered, the author critically evaluates 

the shortcomings that arise when the principle is not adhered to. First of all, 
he says, irresponsibility arises with regard to the resources of administration 
time, which is frequently used for trifles instead of for solving strategic 
problems, for creating uncompleted undertakings instead of for completing tasks 
which have already been begun. Secondly, “mutual lack of responsibility" 

arises (p 60)--with a lack of responsibility in administration the affairs at 
hand perish, since there is no one who will perform the tasks, and work becomes 
deadlocked since there is no organizational beginning. Thirdly, administrative 
relations are built on one-sided and frequently incorrect information. Fourthly, 
administrative relations are built on the substitution of subordinates and 


specialists by administrators. 


For normal administrative function it is necessary for each participant in the 
administrative process to understand his functions and tasks as well as the 
rights related to independent decision-making. 


The second chapter is entitled, "Forms of Administrative Relations in Socialist 
Society." The author distinguishes between official ("formal") and non-formal 
administrative relations, between relations of subordination and coordination, 
and between relations of organization (and its opposite, disorganization). 

The relationship between formal and non-formal relations changes depending on 
the level of the administrative hierarchy--the lower the level, the broader the 
sphere of non-formal relations. Under any conditions results depend upon the 


coordination of both. 


In a socialist society the relationships of subordination are built primarily on 
conviction. But to effectively realize them it is important what principles 

are utilized by subordinates to build relationships with their administrators. 
"If subordinates are not convinced about the correctness of the organizing 
activities of the administrator, his power loses its effectiveness" (p 96). 
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Subordinate relations are effectively supplemented with coordinate relations if 
coordinate structures coincide and are capable of utilizing the information 


coming from both sides. 


Processes of disorganized administration arise from the lack of correspondence 
between the director and the post he occupies, from the lack of correspondence 
between the administrator and his subordinate, and from an inadequate evaluation 
by various participants in administrative relations. These can result from 
contradictions in personal qualities, qualification levels and culture in 

the participants in administration. The arisal of moments of disorganization, 
however, stimulates the consolidation of organized administration that is 
directed at eliminating disorganization and ia that sense disorganization is 
cialecticaily a way to improve administration. 


The third chapter is entitled, "The Place of Administrative Relations in the 
System of Public Relations in the Socialist Society." Administrative relations 
must be examined as relatively independent from production relations. Production 
relations have an objective nature, whereas administrative relations arise 
through the consciousness of individuals. However, in reality these are 
closely interrelated. As for the relationship between administrative and 
political relations, they have a great deal in common but there are differences 
as well. Under the conditions of socialism administrative relations as a whole 
bear a political character and have a political aspect. But whereas the 
political relationship is one between classes as regards state power, 
administrative relations are relations between people and collectives as regards 
the implementation of administrative work. Political relations are transient 
whereas administrative relations will remain under communism as well. For 
administrative relations the presence of a political organization is not 
mandatory. Political relations are regulated primarily by legal norms, whereas 
administrative relations, under conditions of a classless society, can be 


regulated by social norms. 


The fourth chapter is entitled, “Administrative Relations in a Developed 
Socialist Society." While examining the historical stages in the formulation 
of administrative relations in a socialist society, the author emphasizes 

that under conditions of developed scecialism, under conditions of increased 
complexity of administrative processes and the influence of the scientific- 
technical revolution, the leadership and administrative role of the CPSU will 
continue to grow with regard to implementing scientific controls over 

society and the task of improving administration, of attracting broad masses of 
workers to it and of expanding socialist democracy will become especially 


relevant.

SPECIALISTS DEMAND CONCESSIONS BEFORE MOVING TO COUNTRYSIDE

[Text] “Chairman: Yes, we need your speciality very much. 
Specialist: But will there be an apartment? 

Chairman: We will find one. 

Specialist: Gas, bathtub, hot water? 


Chairman: Hmm. Well, you know... 


Specialist: What about a garage? I hope you'll be able to find me a car. 


Chairman: Well, hardly everything at once... 
Specialist: In that case we cannot come to an agreement." 


Thisis the dialogue at the beginning of the sketch entitled "The Young Specialist" 
and although there is some exaggeration here, as A. Dripe writes, "similar 
things do occur in real life." 


Specialists are needed in villages just like bread and air. "So, chairman, 
hold on! Have you matured sufficiently to listen to similar requests, and 
more important, are you ready to satisfy them? If not, I am afraid that 
specialists will avoid your kolkhoz. After all, young people know their worth 
today." Yes, young specialists know that the fertility of the soil and 
productivity depend on them to a great extent. The quality of their knowledge 
has a direct effect on the quantity of production. This means that the kolkhoz 
must build. But who will be the ones to build? Where will the building 
materials, funds and cadres come from? There are no extra people, no extra 
money in the enterprise. Young people who finish school are eager to go to 
the city. We should try to hold on to them. How? By means of residential- 
municipal construction, which now is the main link in solving the personnel 


problem in the village. 
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The title of the book clearly reflects the essence and purpose of the sketches. 
The “Letters” by A. Dripe are direct, an immediate response to events in the 
village, thoughts about what he saw and felt. Therein lies the uniqueness of 


the epistolary form. 


For a year (May 1979 to May 1980)A. Dripe's material on life in the Kolkhoz 
imeni Lenin of Tsesisskiy Rayon, Latvian SSR, was published in the newspaper 
LITERATURA UN MAKSLA. What is it about? It is about the man in the village. 
What is he like today? How does he live, work? What does he want to achieve 
in life? What does he want from himself and others? These sketches provide a 
generalized portrait of our village contemporary. All of the problems that 
face the modern kolkhoz appear in one way or another in Andrey Dripe's “Letters 
from the Kolkhoz." Now, collected together in a small book, these sketches 
have acquired a new quality, a new mode of influence. This is what we would 


like to discuss. 


Each sketch, each “letter,” appears to be devoted to a specific side of kolkhoz 
life but in reality has a broader significance and weaves together many prcblems 
into a tight knot. The same is true in real life--everything is interrelated. 
In order to solve the problem of cadres a series of other problems must be 
solved. Emergency and assault work is least possible in agriculture. Whereas 
in production, in the plant, something still can be done overtime, in the 
village this is impossible. All schedules and all tasks are dictated by nature. 
Building in the village, problems with cadres, education work, growing needs 

of village werkers as regards living conditions--all of this is urgent, 
requiring immediate attention, and typical of many kolkhozes; all of these are 
problems of the modern village. 


Kolkhozes are supplied with technology for today as long as they maintain a 
skilful and loving attitude towards it. For this reason the main problem 
becomes man, his attitude toward his work. In the chapters, “Complex 
Administrator," “The Young Specialist," "A Real Place," and "“Mother--Kolkhoz 
Specialist," the author studies the objective and subjective reasons for the 
unsatisfactory work of specialists. The problem “How to Deal with Irreplace- 
able Drunkards,” is examined by A. Dripe from the point of view of the chairman 
(he removes alcoholics from tractor work), of the agronomist (he asks: Who will 
do the work?) and from the point of view of the alcoholic himself, who is 
insulted that he is transferred to work as a mechanic and who says he will do 
nothing more for the kolkhoz. What does he care? He has a garden, a private 
plot from which he can transform the surplus into ready cash at any time (and 
which he does!). How should such people be treated? Should they be chased 
from the kolkhoz? They will find another and will be accepted there because 
tractor operators are needed. Should they be punished? Then they become 
"insulted." Re-educated? Convinced? You cannot follow each one around and 
try to convince him to do his work honestly. Moreover, he is a terrible moral 
example. The alcoholic is guilty in decreasing work requirements at all 
levels. It is because of him, writes A. Dripe, that “shoddy, superficial work 
is more and more frequently accepted as the norm, as work that is worthy of 
pennants and certificates of honor.” 


The sketch entitled, “Leading Worker," devoted to tractor operator Yanis Kisis, 
examines this important subject. Kisis is one of those people who simply does 
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not know how to work -badly. He does not strive to become a leading worker, he 
"finds himself" as ome because he is forced to do someone else's work. If 
everyone had the same honest and conscientious attitude toward work Kisis would 
not be forced =o work two shifts without leaving his tractor. Here another 
problem arises. Kisis receives more than others, and for this he is criticized. 
A. Dripe writes that Kisis is“urged on mercilessly because, as people say, he 
wants big money.” “Chasing material things is the last of all evils," 
ironically writes the author about the prevailing opinion of Kisis. “If anyone 
is forced to swear to such a conviction he would hardly have the courage to do 
so." And these accusations hardly come from those who are striving for the 
spiritual. Thus no contradictions arise. A. Dripe feels that the kolkhoz is 
obliged to help people like Kisis via the orgatization of labor and in his 
desire to spend his eartiings on acquiring a car, for example. 


Many chapters--"Meeting with Rasa" (about a student building detachment in which 
the young people want to make money and really work, thus receiving a great deal 
of praise from the kolkhoz chairmar Vilaliy Tamanis), "Winter Hibernation," 
"Kolkhoz Builder"’-—bring both the kolkhoz chairman and the writer to the main 
cause for alarm--"“that more and more people seem to want to do less and receive 


more. 


The reflections on the pathological problems of the viliage, on their essence, 
make A. Dripe’'s book both interesting and educational. There is no aspect of 
village life left untouched by the author, left unjudged by him. The writer 
cannot provide a treatment that will eliminate the problem, but he provides 
an accurate and convincing diagnosis at all levels of village reality. 


For this reason we can only regret that this business-like and ingenious book, 
which discusses problems that await solutions not only in the kolkhozes of 
Latviye, but in those all over the ccuntry, was published in such an 
insignificant (5000 copies) edition.

The historical experience of the CPSU 
is playing an important role in developing its domestic and 
foreign policy and its strategy and tactics, and in communist 
indoctrination of the laborers. It has absorbed within itself 
the monumental revolutionary accomplishments of the party and 
people of the motherland of Great October. And these accom- 
plishments have not only fundamentally altered the countenance 
of our country, but they have also had a decisive influence 

on the entire course of world history, and they are continuing 


to do so. 


Our party's historical experience is an accumulation of Marxism-Leninism in 
action. This historical experience consists of the knowledge, skills, pro- 
cedures and methods acquired in the course of the party's political, ideologi- 
cal and organizational activities. It is an embodiment of the competent appli- 
cation of general and fundamental principles of scientific communism to that 
which is unique in the relationships between classes and parties, to that which 
is unique in construction of socialism and communism, to that which is 


inherent to our country. 


The essence and significance of the revolutionary transforming activities of 
our party were deeply revealed by Vladimir Il'ich Lenin.

In view of objective historical conditions the CPSU's experience is the 
broadest and most multifaceted acquisition of real socialism.

These documents illuminate new facets of this 
experience, and they are making it possible to find new approaches to concep- 
tualizing the great results achieved on the path traveled by the Soviet 
people, and to revealing the indisputable superiority of socialism over 
capitalism and the USSR's outstanding role as the bulwark of the peace and 
liberty of nations. These documents confirm the present continuity of the 
political course developed under the guidance of L. I. Brezhnev in decisions 
of the 23d through 26th congresses. 


Fundamentally important to us, for example, are the methodological premises 
contained in decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, the November Plenum of the 
CPSU Central Committee and the premises and conclusions contained in Comrade 
Yu. V. Andropov's report "Sixty Years of the USSR,“ oriented on making the 
most effective use of party experience in solving today's problems, on in- 
creasing the scientific persuasiveness and concreteness of efforts to demon- 
strate our achievements, on the need for seriously analyzing the problems 
that are constantly brought forth by life and on illuminating the theory and 
practice of party leadership over social processes. 


Describing the growing significance of scientific generalization and pro- 
paganda of the historical experience of the CPSU in concrete terms, there 
are a number of factors that I believe we could emphasize. 


First of all communism is being developed on the basis of scientific 
principles, as a consequence of which the demand for creatively developing 
the theory of Marxism-Leninism rises with every year. But a revolutionary 
theory can be developed only on the basis of social practice, and mainly on 
the basis of comprehending the experience of the CPSU, in which revolutionary 
theory and revolutionary practice are embodied in organic unity. 








Second, with every fcrward step that Soviet society takes, our party takes 
on increasi gly greater historical responsibility far developing and imple- 
menting its domestic and foreign policy, for leading the continually more 
complex process of communist construction, for the cause of friendship and 
cooperation with fraternal countries, and for maintenance and consolidation 
of peace and the security of nations. The CPSU views its accumulated ex- 
perience as a lesson, as a stepping stone from which to go farther and 
higher, as a means of avoiding mistakes, and as a source of new strength for 
further work. 


Third, the CPSU's experience contains a totally irreplaceable and inexhaustible 
potential for ideological indoctrination. Study of this experience spiritually 
enriches the Soviet people, and especially the young, arming them with a 
knowledge of the laws and propects of social development. This experience 
permits them to reveal the full greatness of the activities of our party, 

ones which have insured (despite two invasions of our country by the strike 
forces of imperialism of unprecedented devastation) the Soviet Union's 

swift rise from backwardness, poverty and ruin to a mighty, modern, great 

power with the highest cultural level and with a constantly growing public 
welfare. 


Fourth, there is a growing need for investigating the experience of the 
development of the party itself, for deeper revelation of the laws behind the 
growth in its leading role in all stages of revolutionary transformational 
activity, and especially in the conditions of mature socialism. Such an 
analysis would allow us to persuasively present and publicize the forms, 
methods and procedures of party leadership over economic, social and 
cultural development, over the efforts to implement the USSR Food Program, 
and over the entire process of improving developed socialism. 


Fifth, the need for generalizing the CPSU's experience more thoroughly in the 
internationalist aspect is also intensifying. Deep conceptualization and 
creative application of the CPSU's experience arm the party of the working 
class, its party and all progressive mankind with a knowledge of the shortest, 
practically tested ways of transition to socialism, and they make it possible 
to do this with lower cost and to avoid the zig-zags of history. 


The relationship to be taken toward the historical experience of the CPSU 

and toward the entire experience of real socialism is an object of the most 
acute ideological struggle of real communist and workers parties against 
anticommunism, revisionism and nationalism. This struggle has become 
especially acute today, now that the aggressiveness of imperialist-- 
primarily American--policy has risen so sharply. The most militant groupings 
would want to turn historical development backward, to “strangle” or at least 
to harrass socialism. Striving to discredit the 80 years’ historical ex- 
perience of the CPSU in every way possible, our class enemies are using 
misinformation and slander to portray it as “obsolete” and "played out,” to 
represent the heroic path traveled by our party as “antihumanitarian," 
“antidemocratic” and “dictatorial.” They are attempting to interpret our 
foreign policy as aggressive, and they assert that real socialism is under- 
going some sort of crisis. This is not the first time that our party and 
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people have encountered similar speculative prejudices and malicious 
fabrications. As we know, these efforts sank into oblivion before, and the 
power of the motherlani of October and its international authority grew even 
more. Wo force in the world has the power to bury in oblivion, to “depre- 
ciate” or to “take away” the experience of the CPSU, the experience of all 
real socialism, inasmuch as it embodies the entirety of the laws of the 
irreversible transition from capitalism to socialism and to communism on a 
worldwide scale. It is from the positions of the experience accumulated by 
our party that we must intensify our efforts to uncover the bourgeois, 
revisionist and bourgeois-nationalistic falsifications of CPSU policy. 


A significant effort is being made in our country, and in our republic as 
well, to generalize and publicize the historical experience of the CPSU. The 
“Complete Collected Works" of V. I. Lenin, Lenin's fundamental “Biographical 
Chronicle” and the multivolume publication “The CPSU in Resolutions and 
Decisions of Congresses, Conferences and Central Committee Plenums” have 
fundamental theoretical and methodological significance. The multivolume 
"History of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union" and the textbook on the 
history of the CPSU have become standard references. 


The Central Committee of the Ukrainian Communist Party is displaying constant 
concern for improving generalization and propaganda of the historical ex- 
perience of the CPSU, including the experience accumulated by the republic 
party organization. In addition to the widely distributed Russian-language 
publications, the republic has published Ukrainian versions of Lenin's 
"Complete Collected Works" and “The CPSU in Resolutions and Decisions of 
Congresses...." The collection "The Ukrainian Communist Party in Resolutions 
and Decisions of Congresses, Conferences and Central Committee Plenums” 

and a number of other major documentary collecticns have been published. Now 
that the fourth edition of the "Essays on the History of the Ukrainian 
Communist Party" has been published, publication of essays on the history of 
all 25 oblast party organizations has been completed. This is a major event 
in the ideological, political, scientific and cultural life of the 

republic, and a valuable contribution to the historiography of the CPSU. In 
2 years of the present five-year plan the republic has published over 20 
general monographs and specialized collections of articles on different periods 
of the history of the CPSU, and dozens of pamphlets. 


But at the same time there are shortcomings, unsolved problems and unutilized 
reserves in the effort being made to generalize and publicize the historical 
experience of the CPSU. The level of the theoretical generalizations and 
conclusions contained in certain publications is still low, and the premises 
they illuminate require stronger arguments and proofs. Sometimes a certain 
timidity is displayed in delving into problems having significance to the 
party as a whole. A more active effort must be made to deepen analysis of the 
new problems constantly being brought forth by life, and to unify the 

creative research of party historians with the work of philosophers, economists 
and other social scientists. The form of presentation needs improvement, 

and freshness of thinking and writing are required. Deep mastery of Lenin's 
methodolocy is a dependable means of raising the level of this important 


work. 





As with all social scientists we, the historians of the republic's party, 
believe that our most important task is to activate the efforts to 
scientifically comprehend and publicize the experience of the CPSU, including 
the experience of the Ukrainian Communist Party, and especially that most 
valuable experience which is associated with solving the problems of the 
present era of communist construction.

CONTENT OF DOCUMENTARY FILMS VIEWED AS IMPERSONAL, UNIMAGINATIVE

Strike a Chord?"] 


(Text] Now runnins in the moviehouses of Nicaragua is our 20- 
part movie epic "The Great Patriotic". Little did frontline 
cameraman Roman Carmen and his camera and submachinegun-toting 
comrades imagine as they filmed the Nazi rout near Moscow, the 
battle on the Volga or the storming of Berlin that their news- 
reels of the day would break through the enormity of time and 
become a thrilling document of the epoch.. 


But no matter how impressive the unquestionable achievements of 
our cinejournalism may look, the viewers’ popularity it enjoys 
and, in a broader sense, life itself demand something more. The 
potential of this art form is hardly ever fully utilized. 

This is no secret to moviemakers and viewers alike. No secret, 
but a cause for anxiety nevertheless. 


The gap between tne desirable, the possible and the actual be- 
comes all too evident if one is to analyze the effectiveness of 
Soviet cinejournalism in its struggle against tne myths of bour- 
geois mass culture, the ideological falsifications and subdver- 
Sion of our class adversaries, or weigh the genre's actual con- 
tribution to resolving the ever more complicated problems or 


communist construction. 


In a journalistic film tne hero is its full and equal co-author 
and the moviemaker in very large measure its hero. But only if 
the people before and behind the camera are forceful, singular 
personalities obsessed with their life's work, people who really 
know how to love and to hate, rejoice and grieve, accept and 
reject, spin the wed of life and of legend -=- only then will the 
tale told on the screen loom large in the viewer's eyes, evoxe 
an emotional co-involvement, from a fact of life be transformed 


into a fact of art. 
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In this high-geared age of ours any information, any, even the 

most sensational news turns commonplace almost instantaneously. 
Yesterday man set out to conquer space, today there is nothing 
unusual about it. But precisely what kind of man did it, who the 
people who sent him aloft, what his thoughts when ne looked down 
on our planet from the starry high, what the goals he pursued, 
what chose he to take avoard with him -- this is what is inte- 
resting tomorrow and the day after and beyond. Vissarion Belin- 
Skiy was right when he remarked that the only thing man never 
tires of is another man. That is how cinejournalism's ideological 
and artistic impact relates to the question of tne authorial 
imprint of tne film. Verily, why are Konstantin Simonov's pic- 
tures so soul-stirring? Because what they chronicle passec 
tnrougn the neart of an artist, a soldier, a participant in tne 
events. Tne same emotions grip you when you watch such multi- 
serial epics as "Most precious of all” and “Our biography", as 
"Looking for an opponent", a film from Leningrad, "The creation 
of bread" from Rostov, “Four portraits" from Kirghizia, "The 
Latvian rifles" from Latvia, "The yashmak" from Uzbekistan, 
"War's is not a woman's face" from Belorussia and the Ukrainian 


"The generals of industry"... 


Not so long ago, tnough, I had occasion to view one after the 
other several full-length films on the most topical international 
sudjects. This was material, I thought, that could not fail to 
absorb, to touch you to the quick. But fail it did. The priceless 
minutes of screen time ticked away, and gradually even that which 
caught your attention in the beginning faded from the mind, 
ceased to impress, to generate a response. Interviews interesting 
in themselves were montaged with equally interesting newsreel 
snots and features, but no sensation of viewers’ coinvolvement 
came into being because you did not sense the presence of the 

man through whose eyes all this was seen, compared and genera- 
lized and through whose heart the events depicted on the screen 


were filtered. 


The problem of the authorial journalistic film is at present 
being ardently debated. Nobody denies that the personal imprint 
in the creative process is a must. Many, however, hasten to sti- 
opulate: to claim the right to be an author, the right to a per- 
sonal tone of voice you must yourself be an exceptional persona- 
lity. But how can it be otherwise? Does not the right to aadress 
millions from the screen demand precisely such an approach? Does 
not the very principle of the authorial film negate the irrespon- 
sible exercises of certain publicists who have come to believe in 
their own infallibility but without any grounds whatsoever take 
upon themselves the role of scriptwriter, director, narrator, 


cameraman and even composer?! 


Equally controversial is the question of our films' efficaceous- 
ness, of their actual contribution to solving the urgent probiems 
of the day Here is one example. 








In 1979 the Ukrainian studio of documentary films put out a snort 
entitied “Operation ‘Sulpnur'" dedicated to the labor exploit of 
tne famed Dnepropetrovsk specialized column of neavy-duty trucks. 
In 12 days 200 venicles transported from Brest to Novyy Rozdol 
valuabie mineral-fertilizer-producing equipment purchased abroad, 
Saving one million rubles in the process. For their exemplary 
work in nauling this oversize cargo a group of drivers was 
awardec tne state prize of the Ukrainian SSR. 


two years later, however, it came to light that the entire con- 
Signment was still lying around idle, unused, as if in mockery 
of tnose crivers' enthusiasm, of the principle of thrift and 
economy, Ol appeals to the owner instinct. Here, it would nave 
seemed, was an important economic and social reason to urgently 
shoot part two of "Operation ‘Sulphur'", look into the whys and 
whererores, nand tne perpetrators of this outrage their just due, 
nelp rectify tne situation. And the desire to do so dia visit the 
authors, Dut either the desire was not too ardent or it met with 
a could recepticn, in any case a much-needed journalistic film 
with a civic messaye and a practical impact wasS never made. 

Many a time we have seen on the screen the pouring of steel, 
sparks oi molten metal raining down and the men of this fiery 
profession being giorified. All this is, of course, a wonderful 
Signt, and it would not raise any objection were it not for tne 
fact that many interviews with blast-furnace men, steel founders 
and rolling-mill operators come to an end just as these remar- 
Kable people, naving spoken with pride on the joys of their 
vocation, begin voicing their thoughts on the reasons why some 
mettalurgical enterprises are lagging behind, on the need to 
incorporate into production as quickly as possible the achieve- 
ments of science, on ways to improve the quality of their product. 


But on now the viewer yearns for new, outspoken, clever and 
memorable tilms about discipline, morality, mismanagement and 
waste, adout tne work of our transport, the fuel and energy 
about other crucial economic issues, films that the 


complex, 
cinejournalism industry can and must produce to help solve out- 
standing problems. 


All this reflects tne fact that the scope,incisiveness, drive, 
passion and moral responsibility of our invasion into tne 


depth, 

life around us is far snort of its essential needs. Not a few 
films are devoid of the most important, the fundamental aspect of 
cine journalism -- aggressiveness, forcefulness, the mobilizing 


power of moral conviction. What they display is a contemplative, 
recistrative, postcard enumerative, tourist ecstatic ratner than 
a business-like, realistic, sober and constructive outlook on tne 
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world we live in. Tnis is particularly true of several documen- 
taries out of Moldavia, as well as such films as “How light is 
the soil of Kuban?" (Central Studio of Documentary Films) and 
“The maternal field" (Ukrtelefilm). 


Unfortunately, a distressing process is now afoot whereby the 
cliches hammered out by survey and informative cinematograpny 
are spreading even into the science, the problem and the world- 
politics film. In the past a weak or average survey film (the 
good ones are still good today) would flood the viewer with a 
spate of landscape postcards, whereas nowadays in a weak or ave- 
rage problem film the viewer is inundated with a torrent of 
questions without answers, he is entangled in a web of dramatur- 
sical lines that lead nowhere. 


The surprising part is that the heroes of such films solve all 
tnose riadles and crosswords hands down. Oh, yes, they do wipe 
the sweat off their brow. Once. But the effort is invariably 
followed by a smile. What, then, is the end result? By playing a 
giveaway game with the positive hero of the piece in an attemot 
to extol nis work the authors of such films achieve the exact 
opposite: the viewer concludes that it is all easy going for the 
hero, no toil, no sweat. And in general life is so serene that 
the proper thing to do is not increase productivity, but rest on 
your laurels, not strengthen discipline, but cut working hours, 
not improve quality, dDut raise bonuses. In other words, instead 
of mobilizing and fanning the fighting spirit these lightweigit, 
unrealistic films tend to instill’'in the viewer a philosophy of 


dependence. 


Tne ranks of Soviet publicists boast many talented people who 

have created and continue to create pictures marked by impassioned 
civic involvement, by a desire to demonstrate our achievements 
dramaticaily and with inspiration. But the times place ever newer 
and touxher demands. And cinejournalism must continuously hone 

its craftsmanship to make each and every documentary 4 truly 
interestins event that would engender a live response in tne 


viewer.

GRIGRKYAVICKUS FECALLS ACHIEVEMENTS OF LITHUANIA'S FIRST FIRST SECRETARY

Party Central Committee: "Of the Fiery Generation. On the 80th Birthday 


Anniversary of A. Yu. Snechkus"] 


[Text] "It must be clear to all of us that the Lithuanian people have only one 
path if they want to live happily and be free. The path--joining the Soviet 
Union. Any other path would be disastrous for our country." 


These words were spoken on 21 July 1940 in Kaunas from the tribune of the 
People's Assembly, which proclaimed the overthrow of the bourgeois system and 
the establishment of Soviet power in Lithuania. The delegates, who came from 
all parts of the Neman region, were addressed by Antanas Snechkus--the first 
secretary of the Lithuanian Communist Party Central Committee, which came out 
from the underground only a few weeks ago... 


The entire life and activities of Antanas Yuozovich Snechkus (1903-1974) is 
inseparably linked with the creation and formation of Soviet Lithuania, which is 
graphically referred to as "a drop of amber" in the constellation of fraternal 
republics. He headed the Lithuanian Communist Party Central Committee for almost 


40 years. 


A. Yu. Snechkus was born on 10 January 1903 in Bublyalyay Village of Shakyayskiy 
District in a peasant's family. His world outlook was formed under the influence 
of the ideas of V. I. Lenin, the ideas of the October. Already during his years 
in a secondary school, when he lived in Voronezh after his family was brought 
there by the storm of World War I, he came into close contact with the struggle 
of Russia's working class for socialism. The selection of his path in life 

was also greatly influenced by first Lithuanian proletarian poet Yu. Yanonis and 
Z. Aleksa-Angaretis, one of the founders of the Lithuanian Communist Party. 


- The flame of the Great October also engulfed Lithuania. In the latter part of 
1918, the Lithuanian Communist Party was founded, Soviet power was proclaimed 

and a provisional workers and peasants government headed by V. S. Mitskyavichus- 
Kapsukas was established in Vilnius. However, the bourgeoisie was able to supress 
revolution in Lithuania at that time with the help of international imperialism. 





Revolutionary events have left an indelible trace in the youth's life. In 1920, 
the 17-year old Antanas Snechkus became a communist. 


In 1921, he illegally moved to Soviet Russia on an assignment of the Lithuanian 
Communist Party Central Committee. While studying at the workers’ faculty of 
the Smolensk University, the young revolutionary also became one of the leaders 
of the publishing house of the Lithuanian Communist Party Central Committee 
that operated here and edited DARBININKU YAUNIMAS (WORKING YOUTH), the organ 
of the Lithuanian Komsomol Central Committee. 


Communists-political exiles had the same interests with citizens of land of the 
soviets and together with them they built socialism and mastered the Leninist 
eience of prevailing. Antanas Snechkus studied at the Moscow National Economy 
Institute imeni G. V. Plekhanov and actively worked in the Lithuanian Communist 
Party Delegation at the Comintern Executive Committee. 


Fascists came to power in Lithuania in December 1926. Lithuanian Communist 
Party Central Committee secretary Farolis Pozhela and his militant comrades were 
shot to death. But the party continued its struggle even under conditions of 
orutal terror. Smnechkus returned to his homeland to conduct underground work 
and soon became a member of the Lithuanian Communist Party Central Committee and 
was elected secretary of the Central Committee. He devoted much strength to tie 


party press. 


"The fascist coup inflicted a strong blow against Lithuanian workers,” he wrote. 
“Hundreds of communists were put behind bars. All workers trade unions and other 
progressive organizations were broken up. However, the place of comrades who 
were killed and imprisoned by the fascists was taken by new fighters--members 

of the working class, working peasentry and progressive intelligentsia by birth. 
They continued to carry the party's red banner through all burdens of underground 
work." These words characterize Antanas Snechkus himself, who learned well the 
experience of Bol’sheviks in combining legal and illegal work. The Lithuanian 
Communist Party became stronger year after year, replenished its ranks and rallied 
the united peoples front against the fascist dictatorship. 


During these difficult years of reaction, Antanas Snechkus was arrested several 
times and sentenced to a total of 23 years of imprisonment. The freedom which 
came to Lithuania opened the prison gates for him. 


A revolutionary situation developed in Lithuania in the saummer of 1940. Under 
the leadership of the Communist Party and with internationalist support of the 
USSR, the workers toppled the fascist dictatorship and proclaimed Soviet power. 
On 3 August 1940, the seventh session of the USSR Supreme Soviet complied with 
the request of the Lithuanian People’s Assembly and accepted the Lithuanian SSR 
as part of the Soviet Union. A. Yu. Snechkus was in Moscow at that time together 
with other delegates of the republic. Building of socialism began in Lithuania. 
However, this creative work was interrupted by the fascist Germany's brigand 


attack on the USSR. 


Antanas Snechkus devoted all his strength to organizing a rebuff to the enemy. 
He devoted much attention to forming the Red Army's 16th Lithuanian Infantry 
Division. The Lithuanian Partisan Movement Headquarters was formed by a 
resolution of the USSR State Committee f~r Defense on 26 November 1942. 
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A. Yu. Snechkus became its chief. The leader of the republic's Communist 
Party could be seen quite often in the front line area and in soldiers" 
dugouts and trenches... He admonished groups of underground workers who were 
preparing to cross the front line and participated in developing partisans’ 
combat operations. 


The peoples of the Soviet Union won the victory over fascism at a great price. 
Lithuanian land also lay in ruins, mutilated by fire and metal. Simultancously 
with restoring and developing the republic's economy, it was necessary to 
fulfill the tasks of the transitional period from capitalism to socialism and 
to defend the working people from the terror of bourgeois nationalists. There 
was a shortage of funds, material resources and cadres of specialists. The 
Central Committee of the All-Union Communist Party (of Bol'’sheviks) [VKP(b)], 
the Soviet government and fraternal republics rendered much assistance to 
Lithuania during those years. 


Industrialization and socialist reorganization of agriculture was accomplished 
under the leadership of communists and socialist Lithuanian culture was formed. 


The socialist way of l.fe that was being established broke down old principles 
and forced out private-owner psychology and habits and nationalist and religious 
prejudices from the consciousness and behavior of people and developed a spirit 
of comradeship, mutual assistance and collectivism. Antanas Yuozovich Snechkus, 
who was interested in everything, scrutinized, agitated and debated everything 
and was glad even of the slightest successes and changes, could be seen : . ong 
workers, kolkhozniks and creative intelligentsia of Lithuania during those years. 
Characteristic features of a Leninist type leader were harmoniously combined in 
that man. He possessed inimitable attractivene3s, sincerity and straightforwardness. 


Being an ardeut internationalist, A. Yu. Snechkus attached great significance to 
training workers in the spirit of Soviet patriotism and socialist internationalisn. 
He highly valued the historic feat of Russia's workers in creating the multina- 
tioral Soviet Union. Antanas Yuozovich regarded the streagthening of friendship 
between the Lithuanian people and other fraternal peoples as his personal duty. 


"The Lithuanian people," he said, “constantly feel the great strength of fraternal 
friendship of Soviet peoples. The rapid rate of development of our national 
economy was made possible only because the Lithuanian people are constantly 
receiving great assistance from fraternal peoples... In turn, we are proud that 
the contribution by workers of Soviet Lithuania to the cause of strengthening 

the economy of our great socialist motherland is growing every year." Party 
organizations, Antanas Yuozovich noted, must train workers in the spirit of 
correct attitude toward public interests and strengthening the struggle agaist 
localistic tendencies and national selfishness. 


A. Yu. Snechkus was repeatedly electec as member of the CPSU Central Committee 
and deputy of the USSR Supreme Soviet. For great services to the Communist 
Party and the Soviet state, he was awarded the title of Hero of Socialist Labor. 
Memory of him is being sacredly honored by communists, all workers of the 
republic. The construction workers settlement of the Ignalinskaya AES, the 
Kaunasskiy Polytechnical Institute and a kolkhoz in Kedaynskiy Rayon are named 
after him. The vessel “Antanas Snechkus” sails the Baltic waters. 











In celebrating the 60th anniversary wf founding the USSR, we, as noted by Comrade 
Yu. V. Andropov at a joint solemn meeting of the CPSU Central Committee, the USSR 
Supreme Soviet and the RSFSK Supreme Soviet, do justice to “all who have built 
socialism, defended it in the most difficult war and transformed into reality

The need for a further 
improvement in the work style, the strengthening at ali levels of party, 
state, labor and production discipline and increased responsibility for the 
assigned work was emphasized in the speech of Comrade Yu.V. Andropov, general 
secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, at the plenum, in the report "60 
Years of the USSR" and at the meeting with Moscow's machine-tool builders. 


There was a businesslike discussion of how these requirements are being 
implemented in the practical activity of the republic's party organizations 
at a conference-seminar of obkom first secretaries held in the Ukrainian 
Communist Party Central Committee. 


The conference-seminar was opened by V.V. Shcherbitskiy, member of the CPSU 
Central Committee Politburo and first secretary of the Ukrainian Communist 
Party Central Committee. The CPSU Central Committee, he said, regards as 
being of paramount importance questions of an increase in the quality of party 
work and the strengthening of discipline and demands the more vigorous 
introduction in practice of more efficient methods of leadership and an 
emphatic renunciation of everything that is outdated and which does not 


correspond to a Leninist party style. 


Paramount significance is now attached to an increase in the efficiency, 
performance discipline and personal responsibility of workers. It is important 
to ensure that both leaders and all working people displuy more initiative, 
creativity, interest and persistence in improving the state of affairs. 


A Strengthening of Performance and Labor Discipline--Key to the Achievement of 
High End Results 


Revealing the causes of the lag which has been aJ.lowed to build up, the 
participants in the meeting pointed out that they are to be found primarily 
in the slow accomplishment of the tasks of the economy's transition to a 
predominantly intensive development path. 
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Efforts should be geared to not only fulfilling the plans of the present year 
but making good to the fullest extent possible the indebtedness which had 
been allowed to develop earlier. It must be constantly remembered that the 
results of the entire 5-year plan will largely depend on the results of work 
this year. The socialist pledges adopted by the Ukrainian working people for 
1983 are geared to the accomplishment of these tasks. 


The main thing, which has to be achieved without fail, is an appreciable 
increase in the social labor productivity growth rate. The pledges provide 
for an increase therein of 3 percent. The entire increase in national income 
and a savings of the labor of no less than 600,000 men are to be obtained thanks 
to this. It is necessary to put under constant supervision the fulfillment of 
all measures outlined by the national economic plan and the comprehensive 
scientific-technical programs for each enterprise and strive persistently, 
from month to month, for the fulfillment of the labor productivity growth 
targets. The most serious attention must be paid to the universal 

fulfillment of the quotas and adopted socialist pledges with respect to 
economies in all types of resources. Those guilty of squandering them must 


be held strictly to account. 


In order to be successful it is necessary to distinguish the main, central 
tasks and concentrate efforts on them. Perfecting methods of leadership, 

it is necessary to strive for the best results and the unfailing 
implementation of what has been planned. It is important in the work on 
strengthening discipline to prevent a short-campaign approach and create in 
each collective an atmosphere of intolerance of slackers, absentees and 
drunkards. It is essential to demonstrate more extensively the experience 

of the best collectives which have achieved a real improvement in the state of 


affairs. 
Increasing Personnel Responsibility for the Assigned Work 


Organizational-political support for the accomplishment of the qualitatively 
new tasks, the conference-seminar emphasized, includes primarily an increase 
in the efficiency of the party ranks, increased personnel responsibility for 
the assigned work and a strengthening of the decisive sectors with energetic, 


enterprising workers. 


The Ukrainian Communist Party now has more than 3 million communists. Four- 
fifths of them have higher, incomplete higher or secondary education; among 
these are 1.7 million national economy specialists, and 75 percent of the 
communists employed in the national economy work in the material production 


sphere. 


All this testifies that the Ukrainian Communist Party has the necessary 
personnel potential for ensuring effective party influence in all areas of 
work. It is important that these opportunities be used properly everywhere. 
Each obkom, gorkom and raykom must systematically analyze the alignment of 
party forces and the progress of admittance to the CPSU. Particular attention 
should be paid here to a further strengthening of the worker nucleus and an 
intensification of party influence in the leading areas. 


It is essential to increase the efficiency of the primary party organizations 
and their aggressiveness in the struggle against shortcomings, breaches of 
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discipline and instances of mismanagement and extravagance. Each party 

member is obliged to display fighting qualities and be implacable toward 

alli violations of our morality and our laws. Indifference and manifestations 
of dishonesty, unscrupulousness and self-interest and also liberalism in 
respect of transgressors cannot be tolerated in a communist environment. And, 
the conference noted, the personal example of the leader-communists is 
particularly important here. 


However, in a number of places the work with the personnel lacks consistency, 
exactingness and scrupulousness. For this reason there are still people 

in certain republic organizations, at oblast level and at the lower level 

who fail to cope with the entrusted assignment and have lost their sense of 
responsibility. At the same time certain party committees sometimes "go into 
the position” of half-hearted leaders and criticize them, but do not see 
matters through to a conclusion. As a result such workers grow accustomed 
both to criticism and to shortcomings. There are, in particular, enterprises, 
farms and rayons even which have for a long time failed to cope with the 

plans in a majority of indicators. But the same persons work as leaders there. 
Complaints on this score were leveled at the Ternopol, Odessa, Chernigov and 
Rovno obkoms. 


Instances were adduced at the conference testifying to the absence in places 

of due supervision of the work of the executive personnel and of warning 

signals concerning the incorrect actions of individual workers being ignored. 

This is intolerable. All breaches of party and state discipline and the standards 
of communist morality, as equally, toleration of those who permit them, are 
incompatible with party membership and, even more, with executive office. 

Lenin's well-known demand that "we must not tolerate a single person who fails 

to accomplish his mission" among party members retains its relevance today 


also. 


The party committees must display greater initiative in the formulation of urgent 
personnel questions. At the same time it is necessary to exclude haste and an 
insufficiently considered approach when tackling them. And this means that 

it is essential to have a trained reserve of workers for promotion and to conduct 
personnel work systemically and with a view to the long term everywhere. 


An indispensable condition is strict and undeviating observance of the party 
principles of the selection, assignment and training of personnel. The 
principal criteria in their evaluation are political maturity, competence, 


enterprise, a sense of the new, efficiency, implacability toward shortcomings 
and a capacity for firmly implementing party policy. An ability to analyze 
the state of affairs in depth, think and see ahead and adopt comprehensively 


weighed, considered decisions in good time is required of party committee and 
soviet authority workers. Guided by these requirements, it is necessary to 
determine everywhere which sectors have to be reinforced with whom and 

decisively replace those who are failing to cope with the job and are 

incapable of reorganizing themselves. Those who are failing to display initiative 
and who work according to schedules and a “sparing timetable,” without due 
exertion, must be pulled up. As far as the good, enterprising workers who feel 
for the work are concerned, they must be promoted and encouraged in good time. 
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Consistently Ensuring a Political Approach in Tackling the Current Tasks 


The seminar-conference emphasized particularly that in order to perceptibly 
enhance the fruitfulness of the work of the party committees and soviet, 
economic, trade union and Komsomol authorities it is essential to 
consistently ensure a political approach when tackling socioeconomic and 
educational tasks. 





All exaggerated reports, an incorrect response to criticism and instances of 
set problems essentially remaining unsolved and questions “closed,” as we are 
accustomed to saying, and removed from supervision, although there has been 
no progress, must be evaluated seriously. 


Organically inherent in a truly party style is an attentive attitude toward 
warnings from the localities and people's proposals and requests. Prompt, 
maximally precise, businesslike information containing an objective evaluation 
of the situation and interesting proposals reflecting the questions troubling 
the communists and working people is important for successful leadership. 


Constant attention to questions of an improvement in organizing and 

ideological work and the supervision and verification of performance and 
reliance on the primary party organizations are required of the party 
committees. It is intolerable when correct, sound directives sometimes "hover" 
en route to the primary party organization and the production collective. 


Decisive steps must be taken to sharply reduce the number of meetings and 
conferences of every kind and their duration thanks to better preparation 

and efficiency. Various conferences, seminars, rallies and other mass measures 
must be conducted in nonwork time, on Saturdays, as a rule. It is also 
necessary to regulate and sharply reduce summonses of the workers and bring 
order to bear in conducting inspections at the enterprises. It is necessary 

to increase exactingness toward the workers of soviet and industrial 
authorities for the solution of questions with which they have to deal and 
prevent substitution thereof. 


An inalienable feature of the work style of all party committees should be 
constant attention to progressive experience and its persistent introduction 
in the interests of an improvement in matters. It is important to constantly 
keep an eye on how approved initiatives are disseminated and the kind of 
results they produce. It is bad when, having supported this initiative or 
the other, the party committee loses interest in it. 


The political approach presupposes all-around consideration of the political 
and social consequences of this decision or the other and the correct, 
opportune and nonformal response to oversights in work. 


The still low level of organization of the fulfillment of adopted decisions 
remains a serious shortcoming in the activity of certain party committees, 
ministries and departments and soviet, trade union and Komsomol authorities. 
These questions need to be studied in depth and systematically, without a 

fear of routine, dirty work, as they say. The practice of adopting new decisions 
on one and the same question if those adopted earlier have not been fulfillment 


must be ruled out. 
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A most important task, it was said at the conference, is an improvement in 
ideological and political education. The center thereof should be an 
explanation of the propositions and conclusions of Comrade Yu.V. Andropov's 
report "60 Years of the USSR" and the fundamental directives it put forward 
in respect of questions of the socioeconomic, national and international 
policy of the CPSU and the Soviet state. 


In adopting measures for an improvement in the ideological conditioning of 

the working people, particularly the youth, it should be considered that the 
ideological confrontation of the two systems in the international arena has 

been exacerbated sharply and that the class enemy is constantly changing the 
tactics of his subversive activity and attempting to shift psychological warfare 
onto our territory and erode Soviet people's class consciousness. It is 
essential to resolutely rebuff these attempts, display concern for the 
Marxist-Leninist conditioning of the working people, improve their patriotic 

and international education and atheistic work and increase our people's 
political vigilance. 


It is necessary to eradicate manifestations of formalism in political education. 
Trained people who are well armed politically and who are working constantly 

to replenish their knowledge should be engaged in education. Daily contact with 
the working people and participation in the propaganda of ideas and decisions 

of the party is the duty of each leader und party worker. 


It is necessary to step up the struggle against the antipodes of communist 
morality--slackers, money-grubbers, embezzlers of socialist property, 
speculators and drunkards. The law enforcement authorities must struggle more 
emphatically against breaches of law and order and engage more actively in 


preventing them.

Bagirov Speech at Seminar 
Baku BAKINSKIY RABOCHIY in Russian 13 Mar 83 pp 1-2 


[Excerpts] As was reported in yesterday's issue of this 

newspaper, a plenary session was held in Baku, in the Palace 

imeni V. I. Lenin, of the republic seminar-meeting of secretaries 
of primary party organizations, which session was conducted by the 
AzCP Central Committee. The opening speech was given by First 
Secretary of AzCP, K. M. Bagirov. 


Dear comrades! Please allow me, first of all, in the name of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Azerbaijan, to convey warm and cordial 
greetings to you participants in the republic seminar meeting, and, through 
you, to all the many thousands of secretaries of primary party organizations 
who are the reliable support of the Communist Party of Azerbaijan in carry- 
ing out the party's policy among the masses. 


Allow me, in your name, to express deep gratitude to the Organizational Party 
Work Department of the CPSU Central Committee for the large amount of assis- 
tance in preparing our seminar and to welcome the responsible workers from 
the CPSU Central Committee who are present today, Comrades Yuriy Ivanovich 
Mordvintsev and Aleksey Ivanovich Pashin, as well as sector chief, Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of the Ukraine, Comrade Boris Mikhaylovich 
Bilyk and secretary of the Dzerzhinsk City Party Committee, Gorkiy Oblast, 
Comrade Nikolay Ivanovich Yegorchenkov, and our other guests. 


Our seminar-meeting today is being conducted at an important stage in the 

life of the party and our nation. The Soviet country has confidently entered 
the third, middle year of the llth Five-Year Plan. Two years have elapsed 
since the historic 26th CPSU Congress, which opened up for our country new, 
broad horizons for social and economic progress. The congress convincingly 
confirmed the correctness of the keynote principle concerning the further 
increase in the guiding role of the CPSU in the developed socialist society, on 
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the paths of communist construction. In paving the general way for the suc- 
cessive movement of Soviet society, the Leninist party, by deed, manifests 
increased responsibility for the fates of the Motherland on the threshold of 
the third millenium.

tions in the light of the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, the 30th AzCP 
Congress, and the November 1982 Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee.” 


The purpose of this seminar-meeting is to analyze thoroughly and deeply and to 
generalize the work practice that has developed, the experience that has been 
accumulated in the republic, to discuss the tasks that are confronting the 
primary party organizations at the present-day stage, and to define the ways and 
means for the further improvement of the activities of the primary party or- 
ganizations, proceeding from the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, the 30th 
AzCP Congress, and the November Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee. 


At this seminar-meeting it is planned to consider the vast number of questions 
that pertain to all aspects of the activities of the primary party organizations. 
Tomorrow the work of our seminar-meeting will continue in six sections, which 
will discuss the tasks of the primary party organizations in resolving the 
vitally important problems of the intensification of the economy, in increasing 
the effectiveness of production and improving the quality of the work, in 
introducing advanced experience and accelerating the scientific-technical pro- 
gress, in intensifying measures of economy and thrift, in fulfilling the Food 
Program, in providing the ideological support for the plans of social and 
economic development and improving political-indoctrinational work as a whole, 
in the further development of the services sphere, and in improving organiz- 
tional party work. Reports will be given here by secretaries and department 
heads of the AzCP Central Committee, ministers and administrators of republic 
deparmments, and leading scientists and specialists. There will be an exchange 
of work experience by the secretaries of the primary party organizations. The 
seminar participants will visit the best enterprises and organizations in Baku 
and will visit certain rayon party committees. 


Without foretelling everything that will be said, I would like to direct your 
attention to the chief, key questions, which determine today the basic content 


of all our work. 
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The chief sector for the work of the party organizations is the carrying 

out of the party's economic policy. At the present-day stage this is the 
guaranteeing of the successful fulfillment of the plans and assignments of the 
llth Five-Year Plan. At the present time it is especially important and neces- 
sary, Comrade Yu. V. Andropov emphasized, for every worker to understand 

that the fulfillment of the plan depends also upon his labor contribution, 

for everyone to be well aware of the simple truth that the better we work, the 
better we shall live. It is necessary to create those conditions -- economic 
and organizaticnal -- that will encourage high-quality, productive labor, 
initiative, and enterprise. 


The attention of the party organizations in transportation, especially rail, 
must be directed at the resolution of the problems of the most complete satis- 
fying of the growing volumes of shipments of freight and passengers, the 
increase in the effectiveness of the use of the rolling stock and its technical 
renovation, the elimination of the narrowly departmental approach to the 

use of transportation, and the improvement of the interaction among its 

various types. 


A central place in our plans is occupied by the measures linked with the 
carrying out of the Food Program. 


It is necessary to intensify the guidance of the party organizations and 

groups in selecting for admission into the party the leading kolkhoz members 
and sovkhoz workers, especially the mechanizers and animal husbandrymen; to 
create in the collective a healthy moral and psychological climate; to 

confirm an atmosphere of high demandingness and reponsibility for the assigned 
job; and to devote constant attention to the work of assigning young people 
permanently in the rural areas and of carrying out the ideological, labor, 

and moral incuoctrination of youth. But what is being discussed here as a whole 
is assuring that the Communists and all the rural workers work in such a way 
that the tremendous amounts of money that are being channeled into the develop- 
ment of agriculture and the branches that are linked with it provide a large 
return. 


The primary party organizations at the construction sites have been called upon 
to resolve large tasks. Their attention must be concentrated on questions of 
the further increase in the effectiveness of capital investments; the concen- 
tration of the efforts at projects that are slated for activation in the next 
reporting period; the introduction of the advanced brigade method of 

organizing labor and providing incentives for it; and the improvement of the 
quality of construction. A specific program of activities for the party orga- 
nizations in construction should be determined in connection with the recently 
adopted decree of the Politburo of the CPSU Central Committee, entitled "Measures 
to Guarantee the Fulfillment of the Plans for Construction of Apartment 
Buildings and Structures Intended for Social and Everyday Purposes." The 
prompt, comprehensive, and rhythmical construction of housing and structures 
intended for cultural and everyday purposes is today a matter of honor for 
every labor collective, for every Communist builder in the republic. 


The chief concern of the party organizations in the services sphere must be 
the introduction of the proper order at enterprises of trade, public nutrition, 





and everyday services; the improvement of the quality of their work; and 
the most complete satisfying of the needs of the residents of the city and 
the countryside. 


An important area for the activities of the party organizations is the dec.- 
sive struggle against any violations of party, state, and labor discipline. 

In conformity with the decisions of the November Plenum of the CPSU Central

[Excerpts] The number of young communists joining the party on the recommendation 
of the Komsomol grows from year to year at the Vilnius Order of the Labor Red 
Banner Calculators Plant imeni V.I. Lenin. Figures testify to this also. 

In recent years over 80 percent of young men and women joined the CPSU on a 
Komsomol recommendation, and in 9 months of 1982 some 15 of the 16 admitted 

CPSU candidates were Komsomol members. 


This does not mean, of course, that we do not admit older people, of non-Koms:mol 
age, to the party. By no means. We annually accept into the party several 
elder workers, mainly brigade leaders who enjoy authority and influence among 


other workers. 


However, the main admittance is nonetheless by way of the Komsomol. We accept 
into the CPSU primarily socially active workers, that is, those who not only 
cope with their immediate work themselves but also actively participate 

in the activity of public organizations and feel themselves responsible for the 
results of the work of the entire group. 


Komsomol work, in which, apart from anything else, the first skills of 
communication with people are acquired, helps inculcate precisely this feeling 
of collective responsibility. And this is very important for the CPSU 
candidate inasmuch as immediately upon entry he assumes some of the 
responsibility for implementation of the party's decrees. He is duty bound not 
to overlook shortcomings which he encounters and does not have the right to 
remain silent when a neighbor begins to make indiscriminate judgments about 

our socialist reality. The party member is primarily a fighter who is capable 
of defending his ideas and convincing others. Not everyone, particularly a 
person lacking experience, can handle this responsible assignment. 


Per.aps it is for this reason that young men and women who have attended the 
school of the Komsomol, for whom an active position in life is an inner 
requirement, more readily join the ranks of the CPSU. 
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For example, electrician Svetlana Shnitkova, deputy of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet, who in addition to her deputy activity was an active member of the 
Komsomol shop and plant committee and for whom joining the party was a 
logicai continuation of her life, was admitted to the CPSU on the 
recommendation of the Komsomol in 1982. Understandably, it is not difficult 
for Svetlana, who is in constant contact with various people and helps them 
tackle diverse questions, to also answer the questions which confront her 


as a member of the CPSU. 


Last year we also admitted to the party Edmund Kozhenevskiy, chief of staff of 
the plant's Komsomol Searchlight and assembly shcp regulator. Edmund is not 
indifferent to shortcomings and is doing much to ensure that not only the 
plant but also the shop Komsomol Searchlights combat shortcomings keenly and 


scrupulously. 


It is important not only to teach others but also to set an example oneself. 
When it was necessary to send a group of assistants for the construction of the 
Mazheyskoye Oil Refinery, one of the first to volunteer was Kozhenevskiy. 
Understandably, he has the mora! right to then inquire of his work comrades: 
what have you yourself done to improve our life? 


The force of example is manifested particularly clearly in the production group, 
where each person is always valued for specific deeds which are not at 

variance with his words. We accept into the party primarily workers and 
specialists of the national economy who have given a good account of themselves 


on the job. 


For example, the Komsomol-youth brigade led by Mira Rodionova, member of the 
plant party committee, has repeatedly been the best in the plant and subsequently 
in Vilnius city also.

question decided in the affirmative. This is explained primarily by the fact 
that we sometimes recommend such communists for the appropriate executive 
positions, where responsibility is far higher. 

The economist Kyastutis Baltramaytis, former secretary of the machine shop 


Komsomol organization, was accepted as a CPSU member. Today Kyastutis is 
deputy chief of the labor and wages department and deputy secretary of the 
administrative services party organization and is studying in a graduate course. 
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Stasis Rimeykis, presently plant deputy director for commerce joined the 
CPSU as secretary of the electron shop Komsomol organization. He worked for 
several years as a department chief and secretary of the production and 
commercial services party organization. 


Gennadiy Khokhlov, former design engineer and currently chief of the assembly 
shop engineering bureau, joined the CPSU on the recommendation of the 

Korsomol. Moteyus Dringyalis, senior foreman of the machine shop, who prior 

to joining the party had been transferred to work in a lagging collective and 
improved its work considerably, and Lyudmila Leont'yeva, presently secretary of 
the plant Komsomol organization who had earlier worked as an engineer in the 
wages department, joined the party on the recommendations of the Komsomol. 

They have all justified the Komsomol committee's recommendations and the trust 
of the Komsomol members. 


The basic criterion by which to judge whether the Komsomol member has become 
a full-bodied party member and justified the trust and recommendation of the 
Komsomol and the communists should, I believe, be his devotion to the party 
and readiness to struggle actively for implementation of its decisions, 
regardless of position and profession. 


After all, it is no secret that sometimes a person copes with his work pretty 
well and is even socially active, but that all this conceals ownership 
interests and an endeavor with the party's assistance to obtain an easier or 
more profitable position. When the time comes to prove not in words but in 
deeds that one is ready in the name of the common cause and common goal to 
renounce personai interests, there is not always sufficient desire and 
responsibility for this. This sometimes happens with certain young communists 
also. Sometimes such manifestations are the result of incorrect work with 

the young communists and insufficient attention to them. 


For example, in 1977 the communists of the toolroom accepted a young comrade 
into their ranks. We had known his father, a veteran of this shop, brigade 
leader and fine specialist, well, and it seemed that the son also would 

follow in his father's footsteps, the more so in that he was not a passive 
Komsomol member but a member of the shop Komsomol organization bureau and a 
rayon soviet deputy. During his candidate's probationary period and 
subsequently things went pretty well for the young communist, and both his 
work colleagues and the shop leaders had good things to say about him. 
However, everything then took a different turn. He began to evade social 

work and became indifferent to the affairs of the collective. Unfortunately, 
the shop communists failed to notice this in good time and adopt the appropriate 
measures. They considered this a temporary phenomenon since he had only just 
started a family, the young man's earnings need to be a little better; they 
said: he will earn and then come to his senses. But this did not happen. He 
began to unjustifiably demand for himself a higher grade and then decided that 
it was too much to his disadvantage for him to pay membership dues. There 
were many talks with him, and the more there were, the clearer it became--just 
by joining the party he had hoped that this would bring him a more profitable 
position. And the fact that a CPSU member must primarily work for others and 
for society he considered an empty declaration. The shop party organization 
had to expel him from the CPSU. 
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Unfortunately, there have been even more sorryinstances of young communists, 
infected by the virus of money-grubbing, breaking the law even in the history 
of the plant party organization. This was the case with two young communists 
who had joined the party on the recommendation of the Komsomol, who also had 
to take leave of the party, although ezrlier they had been socially active 
persons. One of them cheated his work comrades and party members and gambled 
in considerable amounts, but at work played the rart of a person who could 
hardly make ends meet. 


The plant party committee and the shop party organizations are doing much to 
ensure that in the very first years of their time in the party the young 
mmunists have a chance to condition themselves ideologically and 


participate actively in the activity of party and other public organizations. 


There are occasions when we suggest that 27-year-old Komsomol members wishing to 
become members of the CPSU work in the Komsomol for a further year or two and 
prove their aspiration to perform work which is useful for society. For this 
reason we annually admit te the party on the recommendation of the Komsomol 
one-two 28-29-year-old Komsomol members. I believe that Komsomol work is 


also a pretty good school for them and sound test of their capabilities before 


joining the party. 


Some young Komsomol members join actively in the activity of other public 
organizations--the trade union, people's control, the volunteer public order 
squads and others. They perceive constant support and supervision on the part 
of their shop party organization. Work in the shop party organization, 
participation in the preparation of meetings, speeches thereat and performance 
if long-term and once-only social assignments received from the party 
organization bureau or secretary--all this conditions the young communist and 
teaches him to work with people and perform socially useful work.

ESTONIAN SOCIOLOGISTS ON STRUGGLE TO OVERCOME CULTURAL PROBLEMS IDEOLOGICALLY

[Text] K. Palmistu, a reader in Tallinn, called us. He asked that we publish 
articles dealing with the Leninist solution to the national question under con- 
ditions of increased ideological struggle, articies that would help to better 
implement the guidelines contained in the presentation of the CPSU Secretary 
General Y.V. Andropov "60 years of USSR." Since questions on similar topics 
have repeatedly come up at joint political days, we asked ALEXANDRA GORYACHOVA, 
Professor of Social Psychology at TPI/Tallinn Polytechnic Institute/ to deal 
with some aspects of the development of national culture. 


The development of the USSR has from the beginning been directed at unity and 

a strengthening of fraternal friendship. The Soviet nation is not only an 
international unity and entirety, but also one of the highest forms of human 
coexistence created by socialism. But this does not mean that our class enemies 
have abandoned their hopes to increase national distrust, to excite nationalist 
tendencies, and to poison public consciousness. They operate "with the most 
refined methods and contemporary technical means” as stated in the CPSU Central 
Committee guideline on “Further Improvement of Ideological Work and Political 
Education. Bourgeois ideologues distort processes occurring in our country and 
other socialist states, and falsify history, especially the history of mutual 
relations between our country and other socialist states, countries that are 
joined by socialist friendship. 


Anticommunism, like bourgeois ideology in general, has been forced to change its 
tactics and adapt to new conditions. The current era has been characterized 

by a mutual approach and intermingling of anticommunism and revisionism. Anti- 
communists often pose as "defenders of socialism against ‘distortions'". Once 
again “national communism" is used, often in finely disguised variations. Such 
basic tendencies and characteristics as attempts to counterpose socialism to 
the unity of Soviet nationalities, and the nationalities and national groups 

of the USSR to the Russian nation are used. J. Napa's pamphlet "A Critque 

of the Nationalist Views and Activities of the Estonian Emigration" (Tallin, 
1982) contains a passage of instruction on “How to Construct Propaganda Pro- 
grams", by which tne Voice of America is guided. These instructions dictate 
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that the USSK nationalities be incited against each other, the minority against 
the majority, that national differences be exploited, that Estonians, Lithuanians, 
Selcrusssians, Ukranians and others be incited against Russians, and that 
national animosity be spread. 


Nationalism continues to be one of the principal means of bourgeois propaganda 
in the imperialist subversion of true socialism. This is being done by equating 
national feeling and nationalist tendencies, by counterposing the national 
to the international, the international to the patroitic. Bourgeois propaganda 
also equates proletarian internationalism to national nihilism. "Marxism puts 
internationalism in place of all kinds of nationalism," wrote V.1. Lenin 
(sochineni'’ya, vol 20, p 17). At the same time he stressed tnat the inter- 
itional contains the best and most valuable of national culture, character and 
traditions. Nationalism is a product of capitalist antagonistic relations; in 
conditions of class antagonism nationalism has social, political and psychologi- 
cal roots. 5ut bourgeois propaganda depicts nationalism as part of human nature, 
as a political “emotion” claimed to be permanent and thus making inter- 
nationality conflicts inevitable. 
Socialism is not opposed to national pride and healthy patriotic feelings. 
Inter-nationalism is not only a political concept expressing the world view of 
the proletariat, but also a standard of psychological, attitudinal tendencies 
and habits, and it is opposed to prejudice. Thus internationalism, just like 
the entire proletarian world view contains all that is best in the field of 
national relations, both between nations as a whole and their individual repre- 
sentatives. For this reason the wealth of former relations and cultural ties 
can be used to uncover the fabrications of bourgeois propaganda and the falsi- 
fication oi our past. The works and lives of famous Estonian cultural figures 
such as C.R. Jakobsson, A.H. Tammsaare, E. Vilde and others contain shining 
to the friendship between our nations, to mutual respect, assis- 
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tance and understanding. Only a person loving his own nation can understand, 
love, and respect other nations and their culture. In national culture the 
concrete, the ability to approach a problem historically, is extremely important. 
The young donot have sufficient social and political experience, and they have 


little historical knowledge, especially in the area of cultural history. The 


articles and speeches of academicians H. Kruss, J. Nuut and others should be 


educational and interesting reading for them. 

V.I. Lenin spoke of the increased sensitivity and the excessive attention to 
national characteristics of formerly suppressed nationalities. The national 
sensitivity changes rather easily through factors already listed. In conditions 
of socialism not only does the cause for nationalism disappear, but also the 


cause for nationalist myopia, increased nationalist sensitivity, and the hyper- 
trophy of national feelings. A national myopia characterizes mental limitations 
of a personality subject to shifts in value judgments and ignorant of cultural 
achievements of other nations. But a hypertrophy of national feelings is not 

rson suffering from national myopia is not yet a nationalist.

Bourgeois ideologues attempt to shape people's consciousness not only through 
propagation of ideas, but also by spreading views, needs, and habits foreign 

to us. By influencing feelings they attempt to poison the mind. Our inter-

in several other countries. "The influence of America is seeping ever more 

into the culture of all West European countries." (J. Aldridge, "Enemies of 
Culture at our Doorstep,” KOMMUNIST, 1982 no 3) Currently only communists- 
internationalists are speaking in capitalist countries in favor of preserving 
national culture and national character. For example, French Communists are 
defending “France's independence and the development of its national character." 
A defense of national culture in these conditions means a defense of French 
sovereignty and che right to conclude such treaties that the French government, 
not that of the U.S. deems necessary. (G. Hermier, "For a French culture," 


L'HUMANITE, 8 Sep 82). 


By distorting the processes occurring in our country and the countries of the 
socialist friendship community, the bourgeois ideologues are transposing the 
negative tendencies of cultural influences under capitalism to the socialist 
society. Actually under socialism the various cultures preserve their charac- 
teristics, mutually influencing and enriching each other. This is true even 

in conditions of rapid technical progress, and urbanization and migration pro- 
cesses, although these do cause some new difficulties. The question of pre- 
serving those values of national culture that must not disappear in the process 
of cultural adaptation is coming up. The artificial exaggeration of national 
characteristics is impermissible; this must be carefully distinguished from a 
careful approach to the national treasures expressing peculiarities of history, 
lifestyle and nature. There are small nations, but no small cultures. The 
cultural contributions of small nationalities are an inseparable part of the 
many-sided and colorful treasure of the Soviet nation. The CPSU Central Com 
mittee resolution regarding further means of economic and social development of 
northern nationalities is directed against mechanical assimilation that can 
cause undesirable economic, cultural and historical developments, and it pro- 
vides for measures to develop the traditional activities and experiences of 
these nationalities. The resolution requires that the lifestyle, environment, 
and other national traditions be taken into account and that the national lan- 
guages be developed. This unmasks the inventions of bourgeois ideologues about 
the loss of national character under socialism and a leveling of national 


cultures. 


Within the framework of our social conditions socialist ideology, including a 
more active propagation of proletarian socialist internationalism, provides 
for a more successful escape from the remmants of old psychology. In the 
commonality of the logical and emotional moments of Marxist propaganda theory 
is of primary importance. Marxism reaches a person's heart primarily through 
the mind, it requires sober critical thinking. The development of sober 
critical thinking is an important factor in the political education of the 


masses. 


In his speech at a festive gathering in the Kremlin's Palace of Congresses on 
the 60th anniversary of the USSR Comrade Y.V. Andropov, speaking of the 
achievements of the Soviet past and the tasks of nationality policy, stressed, 
"Under conditions of mature socialism the problems of relations between na- 
tionalities are not struck from the agenda. They require the particular care 
and constant attention of the Communist Party.

LATVIA, LITHUANIA ADOPT CHANGES IN CRIMINAL LAWS 


Lithuanian Criminal Code Changes

[Text] The strengthening of socialist legality in the operation of state 

and economic organs, provision of organization and labor discipline and the 
struggle against violations of law and order and crime constitute an important 
task of the party and the state. This is once more stated in documents of 

the November (1982) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee. In this connection, 
the perfecting of criminal legislation has definite importance. 


On the basis of tasks of further strengthening of socialist legality and law 
and order and also taking into consideration the intolerance of crime by soci- 
ety, the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet in 1982 adopted a number of 
ukases which introduced changes in the Fundamentals of Criminal Legislation of 
the USSR and Union Republics. On the basis of these changes, the Presidium 

of the Lithuanian SSR Supreme Soviet introduced changes and amendments on 

29 December 1982 into the Lithuanian SSR Criminal Code. The new legislation 
went into effect on 1 January 1983. 


The basic aim of these changes and amendments is to boost the preventive aspect 
of criminal legislation and to apply punishment with greater differentiation 
while taking into account the character and degree of social danger of the 
person committing a crime and the circumstances of the case mitigating or 


aggravating amenability. 


The changes introduced into the criminal legislation will help strengthen 

the struggle against grave and most widespread crimes, particularly recidivist 
crime, providing broad possibilities for more effective prevention of crimes 
and enhancing the role of state organs, the public and labor collectives in the 


reeducation of convicts. 


A number of changes in the legislation are aimed at increasing criminal ac~ 

countability for serious crimes, especially for theft of state and public prop- 
erty. For the commission of these crimes, provision has been made for confis- 
cation of property. Taking into consideration the fact that frequently thefts 
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of state and public property are committed at depots, warehouses, storehouses 
and stores, the law provides greater accountability for a theft by means of 
penetration into a building or some storage facility. Certain changes are 
introduced into the law which provides for accountability for petty theft 

of state or public property. This will be conducive to a more effective strug- 
gle against such unfortunately rather widespread crimes and to education of 
citizens in the spirit of a thrifty attitude toward public property. 


Court practice shows that cases of encroachments on the personal property 

of citizens, thefts and robbing of apartments are still frequent. For such 
crimes, increased sanctions of criminal law are provided. Thus, for example, 
for theft committed by entry into an apartment, imprisonment is provided for 

i period of 2 to 7 years. The same act combined with violence, even where not 
dangerous for the life or health of a victim, is punishabie by imprisonment 
from 3 to 8 years. In ail cases, for taking Of personal property of 
citizens, the law provides for the confiscation of the property of the guilty 
person. 


Criminal accountability for speculation has been increased. For petty specula- 
tion, there is provided imprisonment up to 2 years, corrective labor for 2 
years or a fine in the amount of 500 rubles. For speculation on an especially 
large scale or commission by a person with a prior conviction for a similar 
crime, imprisonment is provided for a period from 5 to 10 years. In all cases 
of speculation, the court has the right of confiscation of the property of 


the guilty person. 


in judicial practice, cases are still encountered of nonfulfillment of a court 
sentence wherein a person for prior commission of a mercenary crime has been 
deprived of the right to occupy a certain position or to do certain work. 

Such persons frequently find work whose performance has been forbidden by 

the court and once again commit crimes. As of now not only those persons are 
made criminally accountable who, though deprived of the right to occupy a 
certain position or to perform certain work, have not heeded this decision of 
the court, but also that official who hired such a person for the position 
forbidden by the court. 


The legislative changes that have gone into effect provide for stricter ac- 
countability for theft of means of motor transport, making and sale of home- 
made spirits, violation of passport-system rules and others. Changes have 
been introduced into the law on criminal accountability for vagrancy, begging 
or maintenance of a parasitic way of life (parasitism), which will contribute 
to a more effective struggle against these antipodes of the socialist way of 
life. 


there will not be used early conditional release from punishment in regard 
to persons convicted for most grave crimes or more than once in regard to 
those persons who had been previously released from places of incarceration 


conditionally ahead of time and had then committed a premeditated crime. 
Other changes in criminal legislation pursue the aim of more effective influ- 
ence on persons who had committed crimes that presented no significant social 
danger 











The suspension of a sentence, which up to the present time has been applied 
only in regard to minors, may now be applied in regard to adults. In accord- 
ance with the law, the court, in designating punishment for persons sentenced 
to imprisonsment up to 3 years, with account being taken of the character 

and degree of social dangers of the crime, the personality of the guilty per- 
son and other circumstances of the case, as well as consideration of the pos- 
sibility of correction and reeducation of the person without isolation of 

him from society, may postpone execution of the sentence with respect to such a 
persons for a period of 1 to 2 years. 


In suspension of executionof a sentence, the court may oblige the convicted 
person to eliminate in a fixed period the harm and damage done to society, to 
take a job or training, to undergo a course of treatment of alcoholism if the 
imposition of these obligations can contribute to the correction or reeducation 
of the convicted person. Upon the expiration of the period of postponement of 
the sentence, the court, depending on the attitude of the convicted person to 
labor or training and on his behavior during the course of the period of execu- 
tion of the sentence set by the court, makes a determination on the release of 
the convicted person from punishment or on directing him for serving of the 
period of imprisonment designated by the sentence. The law therefore creates 
for the convicted person all the conditions for assuming the path of rehabilitation. 
In such a case, if the convicted person does not fulfill the duties imposed 

on him by the court, disturbs public order or violates labor discipline, the 
court may abrogate the suspension of execution of the sentence and send the 
convicted person to serve the period of punishment designated by the sentence. 


It should be noted that suspension of execution of a sentence does not apply 
to persons convicted of the more serious and dangerous crimes. 


Practice shows that a conditional conviction does not always justify itself. 
Sometimes persons in regard to whom such a punishment has been applied continue 
to maintain an antisocial way of life, to drink heavily and to violate public 
order and labor discipline. Therefore, according to the law in force at the 
present time, where a conditionally convicted person continues to consistently 
violate public order or in some way to scorn the trust shown in him during 

the course of a trial period, the court has the right to abrogate the decision 
on condition punishment and to send the convicted person to serve his period 


of imprisonment. 


In the given case, public organizations or labor collectives will be of major 
value in the reeducation or correction of a conditionally convicted person. 

The effect of a conditional conviction is enhanced by the fact that together 
with this punishment there may be applied such additional punishments as fines, 
deprival of the right to occupy a certain position or to perform certain work 
and firing from work. 


Possibilities have been significantly expanded of punishment measures justified 
in practice which are not connected with deprival of liberty for those who 

are capable of being corrected without isolation from society. Thus, for 
example, a period of corrective work without deprival of liberty has been 

set at 1 to 2 years. Moreover, both organs of internal affairs and public 
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Organizations or labor collectives are granted major powers for the reeducation 
and correction of a convicted person. If a person sentenced to corrective work 
at place of work declines to serve the punishment, the court, on representation 
by organs of internal affairs or on mediation of the labor collective or pub- 
lic organization can send the said person to serve his punishment at other 
places prescribed by the organs responsible for the performance of the correc- 
tive work. For malicious declining from serving corrective work, this measure 
of punishment can be replaced by imprisonment for the same period. 


Major importance is to be attrivuted to the use of fines. The size of a fine 
has Deen significantly increased--from 50 rubles to 300 rubles and for mercen- 
ary crimes--up to 1,000 rubles. For .ndividual crimes under extraordinary 
conditions there may be prescribed fines bigger than those designated by USSR 
legislation. For malicious evasion of paying a fine specified as a basic 
punishment, it may be replaced with corrective work without deprival of 
liberty. 


[t 18 necessary to emphasize that punishments not connected with deprival 

of liberty may be applied only to persons committing crimes presenting no 
Significant social danger as well as to persons committing a crime for the 
first time whose correction or reeducation is possible without isolation from 
society. 


The changes introduced into the legislation are aimed at further strengthening 
of socialist law and order and all-out increase of responsibility of the indi- 
vidual for rules of behavior established in our society. 


Latvian Criminal Code Changes

[Text] The Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet on the basis of decisions of 
the 26th CPSU Congress, subsequent plenums of the CPSU Central Committee and 
provisions of the USSR Constitution on the need of further strengthening of 
socialist legality and law and order adopted a number of ukases providing for 


improvement of criminal and corrective-lLabor legislation. 


[In connection with changes introduced into the legislative acts of the USSR, 
corresponding changes were likewise introduced into republic legislative 
acts, particularly in the criminal code of the republics. 


These chanees and amendments are aimed at increasing the effectiveness of mea- 
sures of criminal punishment, provision of a more differentiated approach 
toward iaw violators depending on their personality and degree of social 
danger, improvement of the practice of reeducation of convicted persons and 


sstrengthening of the role of state organs, the public and labor collectives. 


DO 











Accountability has been increased for theft of state or public property and 
personal property of citizens, holdups and robbery. In particular, a quaiify- 
ing criterion for these crimes is the determination of their commission through 
entry into storehouses of state or public property and dwellings of citizens. 
Thus for theft involving entry of a dwelling, the period of imprisonment has 


been increased. 


Accountability has been increased for taking of personal property of citizens 
by means of swindling. Accountability has been significantly increased for 
speculation committed more than once on an especially large scale or by a 
person with a prior conviction for such a crime. 


The possibility has been expanded of employing confiscation of property for 
sereious crimes as well as deprival of the right to hold certain positions or 
to engage in certain work. At the same time, criminal accountability has 

been established for nonexecution of a sentence of the court on deprival of 
the said right. Such a norm of the law applies not only to actually convicted 
persons but also to those officials who illegally hire them for work despite 


the prohibition. 


Additional restrictions have been established for recidivists in the applica- 
tion to them of a condition or a conditional early release from places of 


imprisonment. 


At the same time, the new legislation expands the possibility of employing 
measures of punishment not connected with deprival of liberty for those who 
commit for the first time a nonserious crime. 


First of all, there has been introduced suspension of execution of a sentence, 
which may be applied to a person who has been convicted for the first time 

to imprisonment for a period of up to 3 years, where the court, taking into 
consideration the character and degree of social danger of the committed crime, 
the personality of the guilty person and other circumstances of the case, 

comes to the conclusion of the possibility of rehabilitation and reeducation 
of the convicted person without isolation from society. In such cases, the 
court may suspend the execution of the sentence for a period of 1 to 2 years. 


When using suspension of execution of a sentence, the court has the right 

to make the convicted person eliminate within a set period the damage done, 

to get a job or training, not to change his place of residence without the 
consent of the organ of internal affairs and to impose on him other obligations 
provided by legislation. The court may glso impose on a labor collective or 

a person with their consent the duty of maintaining surveillance of the con- 
victed person and of carrying out educational work with him. 


It should be emphasized that the humaneness of the law should not be considered 
aS an Opportunity to remain unpunished. If a convicted person who has received 
a suspended sentence does not carry out the duties imposed on him by the court 
Or commits violations of public order or labor discipline, he can be sent by 
determination of the court to serve in prison the term designated in the 


sentence. 





The term of corrective work has been increased to 2 years. In case a person 
sentenced to corrective work to be served at his place of work declines the 
punishmeut, the court on representation of the organ of internal affairs or 

on the mediation of a public organization or labor collective may send him to 
other places designated by the proper organs. The existing procedure has 
also been reta.iued in accordance with which the court can replace the unserved 
period of corrective work with imprisonment. 


The sizes of fines have been raised as a criminal punishment to 300 rubles 
and in the case of mercenary crimes to 1,000 rubles. In exceptional cases pro- 


vided by USSR legislation, higher fines may be set for individual crimes. 


Legislative acts providing for the aforesaid changes and amendments went int: 
effect on 1 January of this year. 


As emphasized at the 26th CPSU Congress, the Soviet people have the right to 
demand that the work of Law-protection organs is maximally effective and that 
every crime is proper!y investigated and the guilty are punished. The new leg- 
islative norms were introduced with account being taken of public opinion and 
of thorough analysis of accumulated experience. They are fully in the inter- 
est of the Soviet people.

KIRGHIZ CONFERENCE ON COST ACCOUNTING IN AGRICULTURE 
Frunze SOVERSKAYA KIRGIZIYA in Russian 2 Mar 83 p 2 
fArticle: “Cost Accounting Is a Powerful Engine of Agricultural Production"/ 


[Excerpts/ Know How to Compute 


Labor productivity is growing too slowly, the cost of production continues 

to rise, the profitability of agriculturai production continues to decrease, 
and the number of farms operating at a loss or with low profits continues to 
increase. Out of 175 sovkiozes of the repulusic’s Ministry of Agriculture, in 
1981 only 6 sovkhozes fulfilled or over-fulfilled the plan for obtaining pro- 
fits; 51 sovkhozes and 63 farms under-fulfilled the plan for profits, while 
almost a third finished the year with losses. 


Matters are no better on the sovkhozes of the KiSSR Ministry of the Fruit and 
Vegetable Industry; out of 58 farms, 21 allowed losses to occur in the amount 
of more than & million rubles. 


The aggregate profitability of the republic's sovkhozes amounts to a total of 
only &.9 percent, including the farrs of the Ministry of Agriculture--4.9 per- 
cent, the Ministry of the Fruit and Vegetable Industry--0.8 percent, and the 
Ministry of the Food Industry--22.9 percent. The over-all profitability le- 
vel of kolkhoz production during the last 12 years has decreased by 12.4 
percent and in 1981 amounte’ to 27.5 percent. The number of kolkhozes with 

a profitability level below 15 percent rose from 9 in 1970 to 30 in 1981. 


As a result of the non-fulfillment by many kolkhozes and sovkhozes of the 
plans of production and sale to the state of the basic types of agricultural 
products, as well as the inefficient utilization of resources, the solvency 
of the farms has worsened. The indebtedness on state loans is growing, and 
there is no assurance that they will be paid back on time. Of the total in- 
debtedness on short-term loans, about half is accounted for by kolkhozes of 
the Osh Oblast, 17.5 percent--by rayons under republican jurisdiction, 15.7 
percent--by farms of Naryn Oblast, 14.5 percent--by farms of Talas Ob- 
last, and 5.1 percent--by kolkhozes of Issyk-Kul Oblast. 


In sovkhozes of the Ministry of Agriculture the indebtedness on short-term 
loans over the iast 12 years has increased by a factor of 4.4. Nor has there 
been improvement in the solvency of the sovkhozes under the Ministry of the 
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thief sr aiists, and middle-level specialists, as well as the directors oi 
t} t-accounting sub-divisions. That is, wages here constitute the most 
mobile element f reducing production costs. In order to increase the kol- 
Khoz members’ motivation in attaining higher indicators in crop yields and 
livestock productivity, this kolkhoz has converted to wages in accordance 
with standard estimates, as differentiated depending on crop yield and live- 
stock productivity.

A confirmation of this is the practical expe- 
rience of the “Pobeda” Kolkhoz, Tyunskiy Rayon, where the effectiveness of 
intra-farm accounting is constantly being improved and increased. As the con- 
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economizing on spare parts, fuel, and iubricating materiais. Thanks to this, 
production and iabor discipline has-been reinforced here, and tie operation 
of motor-truck transport has become profitabie. The production cost per ton- 
Kilometer has been a erer and 66,000 liters of gasoline have been saved. 
Truck transport is aiso being utili ised quite well on the fol.owing koikhozes: 
“Krasnyy Oktyabr'”, Mosxovskiy Rayon, “Kommuniam”, Tyan‘-Shan'skiy Rayon, 
“Uryukty”, Issyk-Kul* Rayon, and on a number of other farms, where effective 
monitoring contro.s and accounting of its operation have been organized.

'Text] The well-known German writer and critic G. Lichtenberg observed that 
the Christian religion is defended rather by the people who live by it than 
those who are convinced of its truth.! This was said in the 18th century and 
is fully confirmed by the 20th century also, particularly both by the torments 
of the first decades of the life of V. Mikolaytis-Putinas and the drama of the 
hero of his novel "V teni altarey" [In the Shadow of the Altars], Lyudas 
Vasaris. 


We saw Lyudas Vasaris in the difficult search for a way out of the labyrinth of 
ecclesiastical shadows in which he found himself by mistake. The church had 
promised him a comfortable life, but he sought andultimately found his path 
to life, which, although difficult, was nonetheless free in all respects of 
the Severinases and Myashkenases, from the (plavantskikh) fathers and 
(ramutisov) and from the entire hypocrisy of these people, the clericals. 
"...Enough," Vasaris told the monk Severinas, “I now see that there are more 
useful occupations in Life than an analysis of sorrow. Will I ruin my gift? 
Possibiv. I HAVE ALREADY RUINED THE BEST PART OF MY LIFE. Perhaps this will 
be reflected in my future also. BUT THIS DOES NOT FRIGHTEN ME. AND THE 
PRIESTHOOD HAS RUINED MORE THAN ONE GIFT BEFORE ME. I will try to rescue if 
only the vestiges of what is my own.""2 


He renounces the office of priest in order TO SAVE HIMSELF AND OTHERS! Vasaris 
did not wish and was unable to belong to a body for which he had no liking 

and which endeavored to finally isolate him from real life and from prospects, 
thoughts and emotions. In response to the insulting and offensive entreaties 
of the monk Severinas that he remain a priest Lyudas Vasaris replied that "you 
also conduct public worship not for che sake of an idea but for the sake of 

an easy piece of bread and for money!"” Vasaris could not endure this "easy 
piece of bread" and this money unearned by honest labor and endeavored to 
distance himself from all this. “Let us not talk any more about the cloth 

for me," he says to the monk in response to his entreaties. "I am through 
with this, and none of your arguments will convince me."

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and loved Lyudas Vasaris to follow his ideals in life and the ideals of 
freedom. This book was written half a century ago, but is, as before, 

evoking the admiration of increasingly new generations of readers both in 
Lithuania and in other Soviet republics, is fascinating foreign readers also 
and is being transiated into increasingly new laneuages. 

The novel robs the priest of the halo of imaginary “holiness”. It humanizes. 
Ana a cult which maintains and inculcates religious feelings and ultimately 
belief in God itself thereby becomes pointless. V. Mikolaytis-Putinas 
portrays all this without any piety. Surely this picture, which is realistic 
through and through ("The novel ‘In the Shadow of the Altars',” its author 
later wrote, “directed me along the path of realistic literature"S), lifts 
from the church the shroud of divinity and deprives its foundations of divine 
essence? li there is no belief in the church and if there is no mystical divine 
peace therein, does faith remain? On what is it based? The author says that 
the existence of God and so forth was not proven by indisputable arguments 

in the seminary--"there was nothing of the sort."” Does this not hew at the 
roots of belief and its bulwark? 

Perhaps Vasaris was a nonbeliever and ended up in the seminary by mistake, 
accidentally? And for this reason his fate indicates nothing, as clerical 
criticism asserts? No! L. Vasaris was a believer. “He, seminarist Lyudas 
Vasaris, believes."!0O He had already heard of materialism and Darwinism. 

He CONSCIOUSLY entered the seminary in SEARCH of God and not proof that he does 
not exist. Consequently, he went with an open heart and open mind, open to 
God and religious feeling, and was disillusioned--disillusioned in a 
RELIGIOUS SEMINARY! This is the heart of the matter! “And it was only a 

few of God's chosen who were fated to be imbued with the living faith and 
fervent spirit of apostolic service."11 The hero of the novel was among the 
“chosen,” who in the seminary were called "the scrupulous” and were regarded 
with pity. And the literary critic Ya. Zhekayte is right when she says that 
“there are many pictures in the novel revealing the vanity and parasitism of 
the priests as an entire social stratum, the virtually officially acknowledged 
hypocrisy of this stratum, its tremendous aspiration to secular power and so 
forth" and that “these pictures are presented with tremendous artistic strength 
and without innate prejudice, and the author has a vital and profound feeling 
for the problem in question, interpreting it broadly from the social viewpoint," 
and “in debunking clericalism and certain aspects of bourgeois ideology and 
morality” “In the Shadow of the Altars" “has thus undoubtedly done a 
tremendous anticlerical deed."12 “The anticlerical and sometimes atheistic 
trends” of this novel "are not repeated with the same impressive force in a 
single other work of Lithuanian literature."!3 It is true. And I would like 
to quote one further thought of Ya. Zhekayte. She says that “Vasaris' 
renunciation of the cloth was predetermined by a spontaneous nonacceptance 

of religion in all its manifestations (which is also typical of the 
representative of any other group) and the realization that allegiance to the 
body of priests limits man's impulses, his natural essence and his customary 
freedom." And “only having renounced the cloth and religion IN ESSENCE did 
Vasaris resolve to carry out his plans."!4 


When the first volume of "In the Shadow of the Altars" appeared, some of its 
clerical critics were puzzled as to how in portraying a religious seminary 
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sympathy And at times with irony. But the seminary is an establishment for 
training ministers. Without ministers there would be no religion, these 
things are inseparable from one another. Consequently, in this sense “In 

the Shadow of the Altars” is both an anticlerical and antireligious novel. 

Why, having experienced a cooling toward belief and not finding God, did Vasaris 
e seminary? One reason is that he still hoped to find and hoped 

to be fired with belief. In addition, he did not know everything, unlike the 
author and the reader. He lived, vacillated, hoped and was disillusicnec, 
tested everything and thought everything out FOR HIMSELF. Only in time does 

he begin to perceive, and perceive increasingly painfully and increasingly 
clearly, that it is essential to leave the chosen path of priest and that the 
decisive step cannot be put off any longer. This is demanded by his individual 
and human proclivities. And human means, apart from anything else, TYPICAL. 
Vasaris’ storv is typical! 

This typical story also includes the question of celibacy, about which many 
critics of the 1930s wrote with a grin, as it were, as an immaterial problem 
ind as in some way shameful for Vasaris. But the facts and figures adduced by 
public attairs writers testify that this questicn disturbed by no means a few 
priests--celibacy is alien to human nature. 


Also completely wrong are the critics who attempted to characterize Vasaris’ 
perception of the world and his views as the views of a pleasure-seeker and 
the world perception of a hedonist. This is com-‘letely wrong. "Another point 
on which the writer bases his proof that Vasaris cannot be a priest is the 
hedonistic outlook," I. Grinyus wrote in 1933.2! Ir is hard to understand how 
this and similar assertions could have appeared in the works of critics! 


As a young man, L. Vasaris had an inclination toward amusements, the beauty of 
life, love and comforts were not alien to him and he liked to work and he liked 
to love and be loved. But is this hedonism? Who does not wish to be happy and 
ontent with life?... Joie de vivre, love for life, the pleasures it brings, 
eedom and the possibility of availing oneself of all this in the name of a 
higher goal, in the name of CREATIVITY! Vasaris modestly records in his diary: 
"I say, without boasting, that I have greater idealism and resolve to work than 
other fervent and pious crammers." Vasaris dreams: "Perhaps I myself will be

able to write. There will alwavs be useful work."<< 
Ultimately let us take Vasaris’ entire bitter drama and his ignorance of how life 


unfolds and how it is necessary to work and create, having renounced the cloth. 


But he takes this step and proceeds decisively, going one on one with life.... 
"It does not occur” to critics “that the surest method for Vasaris to ‘opt out’ 
of the sufferings would be brush aside all the pangs of conscience and remain 
a priest,” and then he really “might expect a fine career, a comfortable life, 
honors and, if so desired, secular pleasures also,” V. Mikolaytis-Putinas says 
in the article "The Friends and Enemies of Lyudas Vasaris” and ends: "Thus 
Vasaris’ path to liberation is not that of an opportunist-gourmand."-3 


“Liberation at last, but what a pallid, insignificant and purely individual 


liberation, without any broader social significance and more profound social! 
content,’ K. Korsakas wrote in the work “The Priest Lyudas Vasaris in

-ampaign to clean up Georgia's moral climate; and he suggests that along 
with justified criticism of the MYD there are currents of bitterness on the 
part of disgruntled wrongdoers the MVD has helped to oust from their “cozy 
setups" in that time. A survey in late 1982, in fact, showed that by and 
large the public is satisfied with the MVD's performance. 
As to Georgia's rime problems, and the MVD's efforts to cope with them, 
‘vetadve touches on a number of aspects. Car thefts have risen dramatical- 
lv, and militia departments in all localities have set up special units to 
jeal with the pz m. They are hampered by the pernicious practice of the 
victims bypassing the militia to ransom their own cars. With regard to 
thievery, it is mmitted mostly by young people, including a high percent- 


een effective enough. The loafer/shirker problem is abetted 
y overly fond parents who protect their children against physical labor 

and try by hook or crook to get them enrolled in a VUZ, thus postponing 
their “labor training," sometimes for years, and leading to a life of 
indolence and crime. The creation of the Labor-Training Prophylactoria can 
help solve the "“shirkers" problem by placing those who willfully refuse to 
get a job into a compulsory work environment whose advantage over ordinary 
labor-correctional institutions is that the inmates are not mixed in with 
real criminal elements. Gvetadze reminds his critics that the MVD advo- 
cated such prophylactoria for years, against much opposition, before the 
idea was finally endorsed. Now it remains to fund and build them. Gvetadze 
agrees with Popkhadze that jail and correctional institutions are inadequate 
and need better facilities and amenities, including cultural facilities, as 
well as higher-quality guards and supervisors; Georgia's level of plant and 
factory accommodation for convicts in correctional institutions is the low- 
est in the USSR. As to Popkhadze's suggestion that more criminals ought to 
be sent to “harsher climes" to serve their time instead of enjoying life in 
Georgia's mild correctional colonies, Gvetadze notes that this has been 

done on occasion, within the strictures stipulated by law.
